Special Machinery a Big Help in the Iron and Steel Business of 
Chas. A. Templeton, Inc. 
By T. E. LEONARD 


HE store that is most successful in the fight 
T against competition and the struggle for the 

larger profits that are necessary through ris- 
ing costs—the store whose business shows steady 
month-by-month increase and whose bank balance 
increases accordingly—is in every instance the store 
that offers to the customer something more than 
merely merchandise. It may be unusual values or 
extra low prices, but to service, in one form or an- 
other, can success more often be traced. 

Service breaks down the barriers of price. A 
customer trained to rely upon service asks for 
service first and price last. Service is a cure-all for 
nearly every store ailment. Dirt cannot exist in a 
store where service is the aim of everyone from 
proprietor to errand boy; lazy, untidy, poorly posted 
clerks never fit into a policy of service, and real 
service cannot be offered by a store whose stock is 
poorly displayed and badly assorted. 

Service is the keynote of the success of Chas. 
A. Templeton, Inc., Waterbury, Conn. Service is 
the slogan of every department, but it appears most 
prominently in the department devoted to iron and 
steel bars and rods. 

Apart from the retail store on Waterbury’s busi- 
est street, the Templeton firm has a four-story ware- 
house, located less than three blocks away, where 
the stock of mill supplies and the surplus stock of 
bulky merchandise is kept. Under a shed in the 
rear of this building are two of the largest racks of 


iron and steel in the State. In these racks is car- 
ried practically every size of flat, square, round and 
hexagon steel and iron up to a diameter of 8 in. 
in rounds, and flat stock up to 6 in. wide by 2 in. 
thick. In another rack in the building is kept a 
stock of machine steel. 

It is very important, in handling material of this 
kind, that great care be taken in delivery, especially 
when long pieces are handled, not to bend the mate- 
rial in any way. A traveling electric hoist saves 
man-labor and time in loading the stock into the 
wagon. A wagon with an extra long body makes it 
possible to deliver the material as straight as when 
it left the rack. 


A Power Hack Saw 


By far the greater part of this material is sold to 
blacksmiths and factories, and it is often the case 
that several short pieces of stock are needed. Some 
special work may cause a blacksmith to need a dozen 
pieces of 8-in. round iron only 6 in. long. If he 
takes the amount in one piece it means hours of 
wasted time cutting the necessary lengths by hand, 
unless the shop is large enough to afford a power 
machine for the operation. 

In Templeton’s warehouse is a power hack saw 
used for cutting special sizes to order in a fraction 
of the time necessary to cut them by hand. A cus- 
tomer may telephone for any size necessary for his 
work, and do it with confidence that his specifica-

tions will be carried out exactly. The stock is sold 
by weight entirely and a fixed charge is made for 
cutting. 


Special Service Features 


It may be necessary that these same special 
lengths should be drilled to some special size and 
that the purchaser has not the facilities for doing 
the work. Service again plays an important part. 

A large drill press is part of the Templeton equip- 
ment. It is ready at a moment’s notice to do special 
work on stock that is bought. 

Another part of the equipment is a machine lathe. 
The foreman of this department is an expert ma- 
chinist and can turn out special lathe work whenever 
the necessity arises. 

In the course of the year’s business every dealer 
has dozens, and in many cases hundreds, of inquiries 
for odd sizes of bolts that he does not carry, no 
matter how large and varied his stock. Sometimes 
the customer can wait until the bolts are ordered; 
often he is in a hurry and goes to another store, 
and sometimes the bolts are not standard sizes, and 
the order has to be turned over to a machine shop. 


A Bolt Threading Machine 


A customer might telephone to Templeton for a 
dozen bolts 10 ft. long and 1% in. in diameter and 
not be disappointed. The power hack saw, a bolt 
threading machine that is part of the equipment, 
and a few rods of iron of the right diameter do the 
trick. After the rods are cut to the proper lengths 
and both ends tapped, a nut is put on one end and 
headed on. It takes very little time, satisfies a 
customer and shows a handsome profit. 

It often happens that a customer may want a few 
bolts of a certain size threaded entirely to the head, 
or it may be that the thread may not run up quite 
far enough to answer his purpose. In cases like 
these the bolt-threading machine is an extremely 
valuable factor. 

The shop has also a grinder that is used for 
grinding iron and steel stock to special shapes. 
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A power hack saw is used for cutting iron and steel 
into special sizes 


Several attachments and special wheels are used for 
sharpening skates, knives and lawnmowers. 

This is but one department to which the Temple- 
ton service extends. It is present in every depart- 
ment and in every transaction. On service has been 
built a business that is one of the largest of its 
kind in the State, and that extends for miles around 
the city where it is lccated.

Indiana Merchant Plans for the Future on Cash and Credit Lines 


AMES D. HOOKER, Pine Village, Ind., has 
a sent out a small pamphlet inscribed ‘“Hooker’s 
Letter to his Customers,” which we reproduce. 

On the frontispage Mr. Hooker says: 
W HAT is said in the following lines is not meant 
for any one person to take offense at. We 
speak as we see it; as our own experience has led 
us. If the shoe fits, wear it. If not bring it to 

our store with your compliments. 

If we did not want to be criticised we’d do noth- 


ing, say nothing and be nothing. 
The letter is as follows: 


y= everybody is busy on the farm, we are 

not very busy in the store, and have lots of 
time to think over business both large and small. 
Now it is only a very short time since we left the 
farm and we must say we have had some eye- 
openers in the way of dead beats, slow pay and no 
pay customers. We also have enjoyed the trade 
of some of the best people that ever bought goods 
over the counter. But we have book accounts that 
are too large, that run all the time, and we would 
tike to have a better understanding and reduce them. 
For instance we have over $2,000 on open account 
that costs us 6 to 8 per cent, an average of about 
7, or $140, interest. We have only about $50 that 
we expect to lose on our dead beats, so you see we 
lose more on our good slow pay customers than 
on dead beats. 


A Reason fer Cut Prices 


This is not a bad world at all—three meals a 
day, a place to eat and sleep, and some good friends 
to associate with. But it takes some long green 
to buy these things. We are anxious to save you 
money and make money ourselves, and to do this 
it takes money to talk. People ask us to meet mail 
order prices. To do this people should treat us to 
cash trade and wait seven to ten days for delivery 
and pay transportation charges. Mail order prices 
are cash prices quoted 100 miles away from home, 
with delivery charges and a special trip to town 
after the goods. Our prices are for immediate 
delivery and a place to return the goods if not 
satisfied. It pays you to be posted on prices, but 
prices alone should not always govern you, as lots 
of prices are made to attract the eye only. For 
instance, our first and last, 39-cent shirt was short 
in the arms, tight in the neck, and the tail—well, 
it was like a frog’s, there wasn’t any. There is 
always a reason for low prices or cut prices and 
they are generally on special articles,- but we like 
to sell good staple, standard articles that bring our 
customers back satisfied that they got their money’s 
worth, even if they did pay a trifle more. 

Now it is one grand privilege you have of buying 
where you please, but, really, what do you think 
we think of you when we see you getting a mail 
order at the depot when you told us a hard luck 
story and don’t pay us your bill when we know 
you paid cash for the mail order. Our goods repre- 
sent that much of our money. And we certainly 
should be entitled to your cash trade when we have 
been good enough to take care of your credit ac- 
count. Stop and think it over and see if we are 
not right. Suppose we did charge you a little 
premium over a catalog house a hundred miles 
away. Are we not entitled to something for carrv- 
ing a stock for you to get vour immediate needs 
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from at once, without waiting? We have about 
$100 in bolts aione, to have the size you want. 
Carry a stock of $200 in screen wire to have the 
width and kind to fit. 


Use the Banks 


Nobody knows better than we do that every- 
thing can’t be paid for when bought. The richest 
men in the world have debts. It does not matter 
how much money a person has, when he keeps it 
working he is liable to run shcrt. But why ask 
your merchant to carry you from spring to fall 
and from fall to spring? That is what we have 
banks for—to loan you money. If your credit is 
good you will have no trouble to get money at the 
bank. If your credit is not good, do you think 
we are bright to let you have our goods (which 
represents our money) on security they will not 
take at the bank? 

Credit for Thirty Days 

Commencing Jan. 1, 1916, knowing what we do, 
we are willing to let you have thirty days (thirty 
days does not mean six months) time. At the end 
of thirty days your credit account stops until paid. 
If not paid, 10 per cent (not as interest) will be 
added to pay bookkeeping and extra expense of 
carrying your account. You may think this out 
of the ordinary, and we will possibly lose some 
trade by adopting this plan, but, really, friends, 
don’t you know the final consumer pays all freight? 
And the interest we pay on borrowed money 
to carry open accounts has to be paid by our 
cash customers. This way the slow customer pays 
his own interest and the cash man buys for less. 
Then by paying cash you can demand a better price 
than on time. To give you a good illustration of 
this: when we bought our first mowing machine 
the cash price was $42 and $45 on time, a differ- 
ence of $3. At 6 per cent it equals the interest on 
$50 for a year. This was a tool sold on September 
first payment. We had three months to pay for 
it. If we had borrowed the money at the bank 
for three months the interest on $42 would have 
been 63c., making the machine cost $42.63, against 
$45. Now where did the other two dollars and 
thirty-seven cents go? Why, it went for clerk 
hire, bookkeeping, postage and stationery to tell 
us the note was due, please remit. 

Trading at home kills two birds with one stone. 
Did you ever notice a farm advertised for sale? 
It gave you a better description of the town it was 
close to, the churches and schools, and what a nice 
trading point it was than it did of the farm itself. 
Proud of the town! So why not trade there and 
improve it still more? 

We send out statements. 
To get money, of course. We need it in our busi- 
ness—lots of times we have to have it. They make 
some people sore, others fighting mad, others treat 
it as a joke, some come in and pay because they 
are business men and know we need it. It is like 
this: Mr. Farmer plows his ground, plants his corn, 
tends it. It grows and ripens, but he does not 
harvest it. He waits and waits. You call him a 
poor farmer, shiftless, no account. Now then, we 
work early and late arranging our goods, selling 
the stock, and if we don’t collect we are in the 
same boat with the poor farmer, because we do 
not reap our harvest until we collect for our goods. 


What do we do it for? 
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We will be only too glad to have you come in 
and look our stock over, get our prices. There will 
be two prices, cash and on time. We talk cash 
because that is the proper way to buy. Borrow the 
money at our bank, that is what the bank is for, 
then you can look us in the face when you come 
to town or loaf in our store, and feel easy. Why, 
don’t you know, some of our customers don’t like 
to meet us on the street, because they owe us a 
little. We don’t want you to feel that way. You 
don’t need to dun yourselves, we have always made 
it a point to help those who were trying. But 
credit is misleading. It often enables a good honest 
man to buy more than he can possibly pay for in 
a specified time. 


Trading With Mail Order Houses Does Not Establish 
Credit 


Now, if you will weigh both sides of the ques- 
tion and remember that our goods represent our 
money, and the bank’s business is to loan money, 
and that you would not sell your crop to one man 
over here and another man over yonder and allow 
another someplace else, to “pay you when this corn 
makes my hog’s fat” and so on. No, you raised 
your crops for money-and money is what you want 
when the goods are delivered. Do you know that 
whatever you raise to sell in the way of horses, 
cows, hogs, corn, wheat and oats you get cash 
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for when sold, and lots of times ask for money on 
it in advance? You are king of the cash market— | 
and ask for more time on what you buy than the 
average day laborer. 

Trading with mail order houses for years never 
established one’s credit. They recognize nothing 
but cash. So you see what a great convenience it 
is to have your credit established at home, so when 
you want a little something you can get it, or 
send a friend after it, knowing you won’t be turned 
down. 

We will say in conclusion, we would like to have 
you make our store your headquarters when in 
town. We carry a complete line of everything. 
What we don’t have in stock we will get for you 
for the least possible cost. Drop in if you only 
spend time.

SOWING SEEDS FOR FUTURE BUSINESS 


Service and Salesmanship—The Keeping of Promises 


By C. M. 


like farming as far as looking forward to 

future business is concerned. The farmer 
must spend a great deal of time and effort in pre- 
paring his ground—then with the right kind of 
seed he can be reasonably sure of a harvest later 
on. He does, however, if he is a successful farmer, 
look forward farther than the present crop. He 
studies crop rotations, how he can plan to increase 
the fertility of his soil in order that future crops 
will give greater yields rather than deplete the 
soil. He puts some of the fertility back into the 
soil in the form of fertilizers. 

Wherein is the hardware business any different? 
One big sale made to-day brings in immediate 
profit, but if it is made in such a way that the 
customer is not entirely pleased, his future trade 
may be lost. The fertility of the market for that 
store is impaired. 

Every store can just about count on reaching 
and covering a certain area of trade. This trade 
must be developed and brought up to a high state 
of cultivation. This can be done first of all by 
courteous and fair treatment on the part of the 
clerks in the store, having the store arranged in 
a clean and inviting manner, and by displaying 
the goods to the best advantage. 

The possibilities for future growth do not end 
here, however. The local dealer should be, in a 
way, his customers’ partner. Find out what your 
customers need and aim to furnish it to them at 
the best possible price. Many times you can save 
your customers money and at the same time give 
them as good or better an article than they origi- 
nally called for. By this I do not mean to practice 
substitution, unless it is absolutely and without 
doubt to the customers’ advantage. 

Very recently the writer had occasion to paint 
a wagon. Not having had experience in this work, 
I thought it would be necessary to buy mixed 
paint. On visiting the nearest local store I found 
that wagon paint was not carried in stock, but 
that it could be secured in a few hours at about 
$1.75 per gallon, or $1 for half a gallon. On visit- 
ing another store, where the same brand of mixed 
paints was carried in stock, the proprietor told 
me how I could mix my own paint and get a gallon 
for a little more than a half-gallon of the ready 
mixed would cost me. This second merchant might 
have had the profit on the ready mixed paint, but 
in making the suggestion as he did he saved me 
some good money. As a result he will get my 
trade in the future, other things being equal. 


Service and Salesmanship 


Everyone who works at the counter is a sales- 
man. If he is not, he had better study and learn 
to be one. If he cannot learn to become a sales- 
man he had better get out into some other kind 
of work, for his time spent behind the counter 
will never count for much. In the true sense of 
the word his life will be a failure if he remains 
there. 

Next to the buying in the hardware store, sales- 
manship and service constitute the success of the 
store, and its success will be attained only in the 
degree that service and salesmanship are practised. 

Service is that something which the customer 


Ts retail hardware business is a great deal 
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should get with his purchase and is not supposed 
to pay for. It is not a real organic something that 
the customer can take hold of and examine. It is 
a sort of personal element that enters into the sale. 
Something the customer receives and scarcely rec- 
ognizes, yet which makes him want to come again. 
It may be only a smile, a careful explanation of 
the article sold, how it should be used or taken 
care of, small courtesies that to many are un- 
noticed and not worth while. But everyone pays 
and pays well. The store without the service idea 
will not climb very high in the local business 
horizon. 

Salesmanship is not only talking to and per- 
suading by word of mouth your customer into 
buying a certain article. It goes much farther 
than that. Arranging the stock in the store, see- 
ing that it is kept in good condition, keeping the 
place neat and inviting are all elements of sales- 
manship. It takes in a careful study of the trend 
of the times, reading the advertisements in the 
papers that your customers read, studying sea- 
sons and knowing what your customers will be 
doing during the next few weeks so that the 
proper line of goods can be displayed and pushed. 

A close study of manufacturers’ catalogs and 
the trade papers will keep the hardware man posted 
as to the trend of the times, new goods and inven- 
tions on the market, and what is likely to be in 
demand in the near future, or on what articles he 
can create a demand. In this way he can get 
prices on what he thinks will be leaders in his 
community, put in a small supply as a starter, get 
advertising literature from the manufacturer and 
start an active campaign before his competitor 
across the street is awake to the demand. Your 
store will soon have the reputation of being the 
“leader” and an authority on the newest and best 
things. 


Keep Your Promises 


Someone has said that there is one thing you 
can give and yet keep. That is your promise. 
Once given, however, and not kept it is a serious 
thing to the retail store. More serious I fear than 
many retailers seem to think. If you promise a 
delivery by a certain time, see that it is made 
and made on time. If you are “just out” of a 
certain article, or “are going to have it in next 
week,” see that you do so after you have once 
told your customer you will. Of course, this is 
not always possible, but don’t promise anything 
that is at all doubtful. Far better to extend the 
time of the promised delivery or receipt of stock 
than to fool your customer into the store or into 
a purchase only to disappoint him. Far better let 
the sale go to your competitor and let him make 
the promise that cannot be fulfilled. . 

There was a time when the writer would make 
purchases at stores in his local city, pay for them 
and have delivery promised that day or the next. 
The result almost invariably was that after sev- 
eral telephone calls the article would be deliv- 
ered probably at 10 o’clock on Saturday night or 
two or three days after. Now we pay for noth- 
ing until it is delivered at the house. The writer 
has also had in his work considerable dealings with 
engraving houses. Many times engravings were 
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wanted at a certain hour. The engraver would 
promise them by that time. Printing presses were 
held for that hour. The engraving many times 
failed to come—no word from the engraver. Re- 
sult, our work goes now to another engraver. How 
much better it would have been if the local man had 
called us several hours before the promised time 
of delivery and told us he could not fulfill his 
promise. We then could have planned to use our 
presses otherwise. If you cannot meet a promise 
tell your customer frankly and truthfully why you 
cannot do so and he will at least respect you. 

Remember, the customers’ interests are your in- 
terests, and it will pay you to cater to them. In 
a dispute it is well to consider that the customer 
is right, unless it is so very plainly a hold-up that 
you know you are not justified in allowing his 
claims. 

A good article rightly sold is a recommendation 
for your store. So is a satisfied customer. Ten 
cents profit lost now in saving your customer 50 
cents or a dollar may mean dollars of profit later on.

PROSPECTING FOR STOVE SALES 


How the Havre Commercial Company, Havre, Montana, Creates In- 
terest in Stoves and Ranges and Cashes in On Prospects 


HERE was mighty little system to the stove- 
selling game as played in the vid days. It 
was catch-as-catch-can with no timer or 

referee. The stove stock was generally bunched in 
the rear of the store, unblacked and covered with 
a four months’ accumulation of dirt and junk. The 
customer came to the store because he actually 
needed a stove, not because he had been prospected 
and a buying vein struck. Sales talks were brief 
and pointless. They usually consisted of the fol- 
lowing arguments: “She’ll look better when she’s 
blacked up.” ‘“‘We’ll guarantee her to do the work,” 
and “How much time do you want on her, Jim?” 

The man who sold the stove, as a rule, knew as 
much about the fine points of range construction 
as an elevator boy does about aeroplanes. It might 
be a good “baker,” but he was foggy as to the 
reason. It might be a “fuel-saver,” but his knowl- 
edge was limited to the line of talk he had grabbed 
from the travelling salesman. He was sure that 
a coat of blacking would improve the looks of it, 
but his ambition for polishing exercise was weak. 
A stove, to him, was something to sell when called 
for, and the idea of working up stove desire was 
beyond his knowledge of merchandising. 


New Ideas Bring New Profits 


A bunch of business funerals and an influx of 
new blood in hardware veins has worked wonders 
in the realm of stove selling. The hardware mer- 
chant has learned to prospect for future sales; he 
has waked up to the fact that elbow grease and 
stove polish are good bait for stove buyers. He 
has wised up on dormant desires and taken a course 
in sales creation. He has solved the problem of the 
well-heated oven, the perfect draft and the saving 
of nine-dollar coal. He has sharpened up his adver- 
tising pick and is digging up profits from the mine 
of experience. 


A Store of Prospects 


Out in Havre, Montana, the Havre Commercial 
Company has worked up a systematic method of 
prospecting for stove sales. The man who writes 
down the order divides the credit for the sale with 
the man who uncovered the prospect, and both work 
for the good of the firm. Even the delivery boy 
packs a pick and rubbers for prospects. Nobody 
sits back, waiting for the buying bee to get busy 
in a customer’s bonnet. They put a fresh setting 
of eggs in a warm spot in the lining of said bonnet 
and figure on a sure hatch. There is no element 
of gamble in the scheme. It’s all system and safe 


bets. 
Opening Up the Vein 


First and foremost, the firm keeps an up-to-the- 
minute mailing list and a mimeograph that works 
overtime. Next they demand and get co-operation 
among all employees. They pay a bonus on pros- 
pects that run into sales and give credit where 
credit belongs. Last but not least they go after 
business early and stay with it till the bacon comes 
home. Early in the fall they start the game by 
sending the following postal to every family on 
the mailing list:

Smelting the Ore 


A record is kept of every stove sale made by the 
firm, and this record is compared daily with the 
prospect blanks. After comparison the prospect 
blank is filed in a separate place, and the manufac- 
turer notified. -The record kept also shows the 
clerk who furnished the prospect from which the 
sale was made and the clerk who completed the 
deal. A small bonus is paid to each, a scheme 
which helps to keep the stove selling enthusiasm 
up to par the year round. From the record of com- 
pleted sales the names of the purchasers are taken 
and the following season a letter is written to each 
one asking how they are satisfied with their pur- 
chase. The answers to these inquiries are used to 
advertise for new sales.

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THE MAN BEHIND THE COUNTER 


Favors and Business 


HE following letter received from a prominent 
T hardware dealer in the Middle West brings 

up a problem of vital importance to the retail 
trade as a whole. It is a question that must be 
solved by practically every merchant at some time 
in his career. Since the publication of the city 
or the name of the writer would reflect on the 
buyer in question, these items are omitted and the 
letter is answered in a general way in this depart- 
ment, that all readers may be brought to a realiza- 
tion of the dangers of the favor system. The 
letter read: 
To the Man Behind the Counter :— 

We have so many times profited by your sug- 
gestions in the past, that we are anxious to have 
your advice on a matter which we believe is of 
considerable importance to all retailers. We have 
in one of our departments a buyer, who although 
he has always given evidence of care and faithful- 
ness in his buying, is furnishing us a knotty prob- 
lem by accepting presents or personal favors from 
salesmen and manufacturers. Scarcely a week 
passes without bringing him a package from some 
person interested in selling goods to our firm. We 
have no reason to believe that he has been other 
than faithful to our interests, but we fear the 
effect of unrealized influence, from his placing him- 
self under even the slightest obligation to those 
from whom we purchase. He is a valuable man and 
we have hesitated to mention the matter to him for 
fear of giving offense where we feel sure no wrong 
has been intended. Trusting you will advise us in 
the matter and will also call the attention of other 
dealers to the subject, we await your reply with 
interest. : 

Certainly there is no middle course to take in a 
question of this nature. Whatever has the least 
tendency to lower the moral plane of retail mer- 
chandising is a matter to be dealt with firmly and 
decisively. By this I do not mean that the man 
whose thoughtlessness has brought the matter to 
the firm’s attention should be sharply reprimanded. 
Far from it. He should be called to the office for 
a consultation as a friend or partner. The ques- 
tion should be brought to his attention, not as a 
personal matter in any sense, but as a store problem 
which by growth might affect all departments and 
place the firm in an unenviable position in the 
buying world. He should be made to realize that 
no business man can afford io accept any favor 
that he does not expect to return in kind. He 
should be shown that the firm does not take the 
position of a crank on the subject and that he still 
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retains its confidence. If a salesman offers him a 
cigar, and he feels that the motive is purely 
friendly, there is no reason why such an offer 
should not occasionally be accepted. On the other 
hand, the habit of accepting as personal presents, 
articles which the salesman wishes to market 
through the firm, and which the buyer’s judgment 
has not yet seen fit to stock, should be thoroughly 
discouraged. Goods of this nature if accepted at 
all, should be received in the name of the firm and 
regarded purely as samples. They should be tested 
as to their usefulness and salability and a re- 
port made to the salesman with a final answer 
as to the matter of carrying them in stock. 

There has been much discussion in the past few 
months regarding salesmanship and service, and 
perhaps in our eagerness to solve those problems 
we have neglected the greater problem of intelli- 
gent buying. Friendship and favoritism should 
have no place in the buying of merchandise. It 
is strictly a business proposition, depending on 
three essential things—quality, price, salability. 


Quality First Essential of Good Buying 


The reputation of the firm is at stake in the 
matter of the quality of the merchandise it offers 
for sale, therefore quality is the first essential of 
good buying. Price is the item, which combined 
with quality is used by a discriminating public in 
determining where to do its purchasing. Price 
is therefore the second essential of intelligent buy- 
ing. The question as to whether an article will 
produce in the mind of the customer a desire to 
purchase, decides the point of its moving or re- 
maining as dead stock on the shelves. The price 
may be extremely low. The quality may be of the 
best; but if the article is one which fails to appeal 
to the customer its purchase is an error. Salabil- 
ity is therefore the third essential of consistent 
buying. 

The Public a Judge of Values 

All of these essentials are susceptible to influ- 
ence through the acceptance of favors or gifts. 
It is a mistake to assume that the public is not a 
judge of values. If you doubt this assertion put on 
sale a number of pocket knives of varying cost, 
all marked to sell at the same retail price. Watch 
the old farmer feel the blades, examine the handles 
and blow his breath on the shining steel. Then 
notice how after these crude experiments, he al- 
most invariably purchases the knife of the best 
quality. The acceptance of favors may lead the 
buyer to overlook slight differences in quality un- 
der the impression that the customer will not de- 
tect the substitute. The effect of this vital mistake 
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is far reaching and tends toward business loss. 
Price is an item: that can never be side-tracked. 
Your customer knows the price of your competitor. 
He knows the price of the mail order house. Your 
price for goods of the same quality must be as 
low as the lowest or you cannot expect to get his 
business. The matter of a few cents per dozen 
may seem of small import. The matter of a slight 
difference in freight paid to accommodate a sales- 
man who has favored you may seem unimportant. 
Remember it is not the single cost item or the single 
advance in freight, but the accumulation of cost 
charges and freight advances that decides your 
position in the world of competition. The article 
you purchase must sell before the firm can receive 
anything in the way of profit. A remembrance 
of a favor in the dim past may add a selling luster 
to an article which would vanish in the cold light 
of unprejudiced judgment. An error of this nature 
leads to dead stock, and death in stock, as in nature, 
leads to funerals. 


The Buyer Must Be Independent 


To buy intelligently, the buyer must face the 
seller from «an absolutely independent standpoint. 
He must carry no handicap of obligation, real or 
fancied; he must harbor no prejudice for or against 
the articles to be purchased. He must place him- 
self in the position of the ultimate consumer and 
ask, “Has it the quality I demand?” “Is the price 
as low as it can be purchased for elsewhere?” “Is 
it an article that I would be proud to own and use?” 
If he can conscientiously answer these questions in 
the affirmative then he is buying right. If not, he 
is wasting both his time and the firm’s money and 
storing up trouble for the future. 

The question of favors is not one of Puritanical 
ethics. It is not a question of stability of charac- 
ter. It deals with the general good of merchandis- 
ing. There are many cases where the acceptance of 
favors has in no way obligated the strong-willed 
recipient. However, there is a great majority of 
cases where, directly or indirectly, it has had an 
unwholesome effect on the moral system of the 
store where it is in vogue. 


Gifts and Dinners are Costly 


The gift and the entertainment have come to be 
recognized items of expense by many jobbers and 
manufacturers. These items must be added to the 
ultimate cost of the goods they sell. There is no 
other solution. The dinner you enjoy—the gift you 
receive—neither are gratis. They are direct pur- 
chases, paid for by yourself and other retailers, and 
by you in turn added to the consumer’s cost. We 
complain of the cost of merchandise distribution. 
A universal decision on the part of retailers to re- 
fuse everything in the nature of a present from the 
salesman would materially cut this cause of com- 
plaint. The jobber is not at fault. He is merely 
filling a desire of your own creation. The expense 
of entertaining means more overhead for him to 
carry, and he would gladly welcome a chance to 
lower his business costs. The solution, however, 
rests with you. 

Make your business a strictly business affair. 
Relegate the acceptance of gifts to the holiday sea- 
son and limit it to tokens of love and friendship. 
Put your buying on the “Yea, Yea” and “Nay, 
Nay” basis. It will mean cleaner stocks and larger 
profits. 

I trust that this discussion will prove of value to 
our Western friend, and that it will lead to further

N the evening of Dec. 29 the Supplee-Biddle 
() Hardware Company of Philadelphia, Pa., 

gave a dinner to its traveling men and to the 
Q. Q. M. Club, which is a powerful efficiency organ- 
ization in the house. The dinner was given at the 
Downtown Club and nearly 200 enthusiastic young 
hardware men were present. After a sumptuous 
repast Charles M. Biddle called the diners to order 
with a hammer gavel on a silver-plated Biddle anvil, 
which for years has been associated with the trade- 
mark of the house. In his opening remarks Mr. 
Biddle reviewed briefly his fifty-five years of ex- 
perience in the hardware business. He said that 
the most successful men he knew were the men who 
stuck to their jobs, and went on to relate how men 
who stayed with one house a number of years often 
received the most pleasing recognition of their 
service at times when things looked darkest. He 
reviewed the relationship which existed betwen the 
Biddle Hardware Company and its competitors in 
recent years, leading up to the time when J. E. Baum 
became the practical owner of the Supplee Hardware 
Company, and then in a pleasant manner spoke of 
things leading up to the consolidation of the two 
houses and of the present relationship that had 
resulted. 


President Baum Speaks on Great Market 


Mr. Biddle then called on J. E. Baum, president 
of the Supplee-Biddle Hardware Company, who 
spoke to the salesmen on the subject of “Philadel- 
phia, the Great Hardware Market.” He told of how 
the big Quaker town had been known as a manufac- 
turing center of hardware for years, but said that he 
had felt when he first came to Philadelphia that it 
was not receiving the recognition that was its due 
as a hardware jobbing center, because it had too 
many hardware jobbers. Many of these houses were 
eminently successful, but were not large enough to 
attract national attention. He said that with the 
hope of bringing this desirable condition about he 
had gladly entered into a consolidation with the 
Biddle concern, and the result had justified the 
action. Mr. Baum referred to a life of business 
activity and close association with his brother, but 
added that the last two years of his commercial 
activities had been as pleasant as any two business 
years he had experienced. Mr. Baum referred also 
to the rapid development of the Q. Q. M. Club, and 
stated that he knew mighty good seed had been 
planted, but that it never would have materialized 
so quickly had not the soil been ready for the plant- 
ing. He said that the character of the work of 
the boys who made up the Q. Q. M. Club meant a 
better job for every man and a better man 
for every job 

“Life takes you seriously,” he continued, “because 
you are taking life seriously, and some brotherhoods 
in blood are not as close as brotherhoods like this in 
business.” 


Three Cheers for the House 


C. W. Grawe, president of the Q. Q. M. Club, was 
the next speaker, and he voiced the appreciation of 
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his associates to the members of the firm for their 
encouragement through the year and for the banquet 
that was being served on this special occasion. At 
the close of his remarks three rousing cheers were 
given to the officers of the Supplee-Biddle Company. 


Preparedness Tryon’s Subject 


President Charles Z. Tryon, president of the 
Philadelphia Hardware Merchants & Manufacturers’ 
Association, then delivered a splendid address on 
Preparedness. Mr. Tryon is an earnest, convincing 
speaker, and it was evident from the moment he 
took the floor that he felt his subject deeply. Mr. 
Tryon said in part as follows: “I believe in pre- 
paredness in national life from a military stand- 
point, and I believe in preparedness from a stand- 
point infinitely broader. I am a member of several 
peace societies and I realize the danger in admitting 
to this Quaker audience that in a small way I deal 
in munitions of war. I believe that peace must be 
tempered with common sense. 


Silly to Point of Absurdity 


“William Jennings Bryan has said that at the first 
sign of invasion a million men would spring from 
our farms to arms and would adequately defend the 
country. That remark by our former Secretary of 
State was silly to the point of absurdity. A million 
raw recruits would be about as much use to us 
against a well-trained army as an undeveloped gold 
mine in Alaska would be to a New York bank facing 
a run. We are wont to point to the achievements 
of our forefathers as an indication of what would 
happen if this country were attacked to-day. Some 
interesting notes could be made regarding the 
battles of the American Revolution. At the battle 
of Trenton, for instance, there were 20,000 colonists 
in the army that defeated the British, but the 
British army numbered just 10,000. When Corn- 
wallis surrendered at Yorktown he had an army of 
8000 men against 16,000 colonists. 

“Ethan Allen at Ticonderoga had a force of 200 
colonists against forty British. The fact of the 
matter is that this nation has never been up against 
the real thing in a foreign power. We did get a 
little taste of it in 1812. Then transportation facili- 
ties were infinitely inferior to those of to-day. The 
British landed an army of sufficient strength to cap- 
ture and burn the national capitol. We are totally 
and inadequately prepared to repel an invasion 
to-day, and I believe that most of the Americans 
who realize this seriously are not of a belligerent 
nature. 


The Office Boy’s Point of View 


“When our citizen soldiery assembled at Platts- 
burg last summer some very interesting things 
occurred. In an imaginary charge two bankers 
who were as big physically as they were in the 
financial world struggled valiantly up a hill and 
after capturing the imaginary enemy, stopped to 
mop the perspiration from their brows. Banker 
No. 1, who is a national power in the financial 
world, said to Banker No. 2, ‘Do you know this is 
a lot different from anything I ever experienced 
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before?’ ‘Why?’ asked his friend. ‘Well, you see, 
it’s like this. I have been here a week and not a 
single soul has asked my advice about anything.’ 
That man was getting the office boy’s peint of view. 


The Trials of Being a Boss 


“Men at the head of big business to-day are forced 
to think not only for to-day and to-morrow, but for 
three and four years ahead. I just wish every 
employee in the United States could experience for 
thirty days the trials of being a boss. You would 
learn just how hard it is when you are misunder- 
stood. Don’t make the mistake of believing that 
you are not being noticed. Every man who is worth 
while is being noticed, and those who are not worth 
while are being noticed for another reason. 


Demand for Thinkers 


“It is said that but 2 per cent of the men in this 
country think; that is, 2 per cent do the thinking 
for the rest of the nation. Every effort is made to 
get thinking men. It’s hard work to think, and the 
demand is greater than the supply. Two men 
worked in our house one time and I advised each 
of them to go to school. One took the advice and 
for over a year attended night school regularly. The 
other went in strong for minstrel shows, and by 
the time he had landed an evening job as an end 
man, for glory only, his co-worker had landed a 
job on the road. It was then that the minstrel 
woke up and began to realize that he was just hold- 
ing down a job. I reminded him of our conversa- 
tion a year before, and he began to take a new look 
at life and a new interest in his job. It is just 
good sense to prepare for every contingency. When 
Napoleon was preparing his fleet to bombard the 
British ports and invade England he was busy at 
the same time buying British shoes for his soldiers. 

“Few men have burned their bridges behind them, 
and when a man does burn his bridges behind him 
he wants to be sure that he is a big man. Only a 
great man can do it successfully. Be sure you are 
ready to pay the penalty if you fail. 


He Lost His Tail 


“When I was a youngster I lived on a farm, not 
far from the city. The Buffalo express used to go 
by our express, and we had a fat old pig who loved 
to root around the railroad tracks. He always took 
his time getting off that track, and one afternoon 
when the train whistled he delayed just long enough 
for the engine to catch his tail and nip it off slicker 
than a whistle. After that whenever the Buffalo 
express whistled that old pig used to back up against 
the fence for protection. 


Poverty and Preparedness 


“From my brief experience in life, and to some of 
you it might seem like a long experience, I would 
advise you to be prepared for good times or for 
hard times, and to realize that most poverty is the 
result of unpreparedness. Just as a man prepares 
himself, so will he rise above the savage. We had 
a boy not long ago who was discharged by the 
manager of his department because he would not 
think, and the boy’s parents came and pleaded that 
we give him another chance, and we did. The next 
day a customer from south Jersey came in and asked 
to see some hockey sticks. The boy was sent up- 
stairs to bring down some samples. He brought 
down three. The customer examined them and said 
‘send me a dozen of this one and a dozen of this 
one and a half a dozen of this one,’ and hurried out 
the door. After he had been gone about ten minutes 
the boy laconically announced to the manager of 
the department that we didn’t have any stock of 
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the ones he had brought down. The boy isn’t think- 
ing to-day and he never will think. He isn’t made 
of thinking material, and the old saying that you 
can’t make a silk purse out of a sow’s ear fits that 
ease perfectly. It is the accumulation of co-opera- 
tive spirit and effort that spells success, and only 
those who strive for individual improvement and 
therefore co-operation are truly prepared to meet 
the world we must all face.” 


Secretary Lewis’ Address 


W. P. Lewis, secretary of the Pennsy!vania & 
Atlantic Seaboard Hardware Association, was the 
next speaker, and his subject was “Distribution.” 
Mr. Lewis referred to the early days of the pioneers 
and to their skill as producers of a great variety of 
things, but referred to the fact that they were 
pioneers principally because the art of distribution 
had not yet been sufficiently developed. All great 
advances in civilization and in commerce, Mr. Lewis 
said, were due to efficiency and improvement in dis- 
tribution. He then told of a very interesting visit 
he recently made to the Chicago house of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., and referred to it as a challenge in 
efficiency for the American hardware retailer and 
the American hardware jobber. He emphasized the 
importance of the traveling man’s position, and 
said that the future of our present methods of dis- 
tribution was largely in the hands of men like 
those in the Supplee-Biddle organization. 


His First Job 


Mr. Lewis said that reward was to come to those 
who put a proper amount of thinking into their 
work. He said one of his first jobs was as assistant 
to the paymaster on a railroad pay car, and he told 
of the numerous times when he had signed names for 
individuals who could not write and then after they 
had affixed their mark to the signature he had wit- 
nessed the same. It was a big part of his work. 
For several months after the pay-car trip had ended 
he was questioned and requestioned by the secre- 
tary of the treasury of the road regarding certain 
signatures. Here and there he would forget to dot 
an “i” or cross a “t.’”’ He would get his “‘i’s” before 
his “e’s,” etc. One month young Bill came to the 
conclusion that he was going to stop that fresh clerk 
from the treasurer’s office in that habit of complaint, 
so he spent a large part of a week going over the 
payroll and learning from the first to the last just 
how every name was properly spelled. He said that 
after the pay card came in he waited patiently for 
about a week for that clerk to come down, but he 
never came. In his stead came the treasurer of the 
railroad himself, and after some good hearty praise 
he presented the future secretary of the Pennsyl- 
vania & Atlantic Seaboard Hardware Association 
with a ten-dollar bill. Mr. Lewis said that that was 
his first experience regarding the value of thorough- 
ness, and in closing expressed a sincere desire that 
1916 would be one in which the thinking end of the 
Supplee business would be shared by a greater num- 
ber of employees than ever before. 


T. James Fernly and Other Speakers. 


T. James Fernly, secretary of the National Hard- 
ware Association, was the next speaker, and in an 
address sparkling with wit and humor he offered a 
lot of sterling advice that was greatly appreciated. 

J. W. Malloy, J. H. Schlingmann and C. C. Reid 
then spoke in behalf of the traveling salesman. Each 
of these gentlemen referred to the experiences of 
the last year as something they had faced as an ex- 
periment, feeling that they were with a new house. 
They then reviewed the various months of the vear 
and agreed thoroughly that their business had in- 
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creased in direct proportion to the growth of their 
confidence in the management and in the new goods 
added to the staple old lines. 

William Stultz, secretary of the Q. Q. M. Club 
and manager of the advertising department of the 
Supplee business, then spoke briefly, after which 
Roy F. Soule, editor of HARDWARE AGE and a charter 
member of the Q. Q. M. Club, was introduced as 
the godfather of the organization. His remarks 
referred to a recent visit to the Supplee-Biddle 
Hardware house, when every department had been 
examined thoroughly. He compared these different 
departments with what they were twelve months 
ago, and advised the Supplee men to tell their trade, 
not only of the service they were prepared to render, 
but every accomplishment of their house during the 
past year. During the evening the Q. Q. M. or- 
chestra, composed of boys in the house, furnished 
music, and a chorus of twelve enthusiastic singers 
led in a good number of popular songs. The evening 
was a most profitable and pleasant one and well re- 
flected the spirit that has made the Supplee-Biddle 
Hardware Company an infinitely greater distributor 
than it was a year ago. 


Pittsburgh Hardware Men Meet 


£ ems regular monthly meeting of the Pittsburgh 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association was held 
in the Fort Pitt Hotel in that city on Tuesday even- 
ing, Dec. 28, and was largely attended. Nomina- 
tions for officers for 1916 were made as follows: 
J. W. Jones, Dravosburg, Pa., president; Samuel 
McKnight, Northside, Pittsburgh, treasurer, and C. 
W. Scarborough of Scarborough & Klauss, hard- 
ware dealers, Pittsburgh, secretary. These nomina- 
tions are equivalent to an election, which will take 
place at the next meeting in January. Plans for the 
entertainment of the delegates to the convention of 
the Pennsylvania and Atlantic Seaboard Hardware 
Dealers’ Association, which is to meet in Pittsburgh 
on Feb. 8, 9, 10 and 11, were fully discussed. There 
will be the usual exhibit of hardware goods in Motor 
Square Garden, in Pittsburgh, during the conven- 
tion, and 170 booths have already been engaged, 
only twenty remaining to be sold. The selling of 
so many. booths so long before the convention dates 
indicates that unusual attention will be given by 
hardware manufacturers and jobbers to the dis- 
plays in their booths, and it is expected within a 
short time that all the booths will have been sold. 
Formerly it was the custom of the Pittsburgh Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association to allow its mem- 
bers and manufacturers to have their own booths 
erected. This was found to be an unsatisfactory 
method, and the association has had constructed 
about 200 booths, which can be knocked down and 
stored away when they are not in use. The associa- 
tion now sells space to exhibitors and furnishes the 
booths at a fixed cost. 

C. W. Scarborough has served the Pittsburgh 
association very faithfully as secretary for about 
three years, and Samuel McKnight has served as 
treasurer for a longer period. The unanimous re- 
election of these two officials, who had no opposi- 
tion, indicates that the members of the Pittsburgh 
association thoroughly appreciate their faithful 
service.

‘‘Credit—Its Principles and 
Practice ”’ 


HERE is but little literature on the subject of 
credit. The situation is not one unusual in 
connection with intense business activity—the ex- 
perienced credit men have found no leisure to write 
down the results of their experience for the benefit 
of others, and books are few and far between. This 
is the reason that B. H. Bronton offers for pub- 
lication his latest work, “‘Credit—Its Principles and 
Practice.” 

The author says in the preface, “It is not to be 
supposed that any set of rules can be drawn up that 
will apply equally well to all classes of credit. At 
the same time it is evident that the underlying prin- 
ciples of credit must in all cases be the same and 
that the methods developed in the credit depart- 
ment of one line of business may be easily adapted 
to the requirements of a line entirely different. 
For this reason the principles developed in the fol- 
lowing pages and the plans suggested for the 
handling of credit problems which are the result of 
twenty years of actual experience in the credit office, 
will, the author trusts, be found generally available.” 

While the book is intended primarily for the 
younger members of the profession, there is no 
doubt but that experienced credit men will find in 
it much that is helpful. The book has been written 
so as to be very easily understood, and Part 4, which 
deals with insolvency, is the only part of the book 
that is at all technical.

Mail Order and Stamp Taxes—Importations Increasing, 
While Revenue Declines

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 3, 1916. 
HERE are more ways of killing a cat than 
dh choking her with cream. And some more 
effective ways. This is apropos of the bills 
recently introduced in Congress taxing the mail 
order houses from 1 to 3 per cent of their gross 
receipts, the money to be divided among the States 
and spent for education and road improvement. 
That the subject is attracting the attention of 
many thoughtful persons is evidenced by the com- 
munications which Senators and Representatives 
are receiving from all parts of the country. Mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee especially 
are hearing from the people. Nearly all the writers 
approve a tax of some kind upon the big catalog 
concerns, but some, who appear to have given con- 
siderable study to the subject, are convinced that 
the bills now pending in the House do not embody 
the most effective method of reaching the common 
aim, and that there is another and a more direct 
means which Congress should utilize. 


A Solar Plexus Blow for the Octopus 


Place a stamp tax on the parcel post package! 
This is the suggestion that is now being urged upon 
the Ways and Means Committee as a more simple, 
practical and productive method of compelling the 
mail-order octopus to do its share in supporting 
the Federal Government than the gross receipts tax 
advocated by the authors of the pending bills. And 
the crux of the proposition is that, according to the 
critics of the pending bills, a direct tax on the mail 
order houses would be unconstitutional, whereas a 
stamp tax on parcel post packages would unques- 
tionably be passed by that great board of Congres- 
sional censorship, the United States Supreme Court. 

Turning the spotlight upon the four pending bills 
—all of whith are based on a common principle— 
undeniably develops defects of a serious character. 
In the first place the proposition to tax “all persons, 
firms or corporations now conducting or which may 
hereafter conduct an interstate mail-order business 
for the purpose of selling goods, wares and mer- 
chandise direct to the customer” is of doubtful 
constitutionality. The Supreme Court is very apt 
to say that such a tax discriminates against one 
class of merchants and is in favor of another, which 
is contrary to the basic principle of federal taxa- 
tion, which is that its burdens shall rest equally 
upon the people. 

Secondly, it is a serious question whether the 
court of last resort would approve, as constitutional, 
a tax levied under the general powers of Congress 
to raise revenue for the support of the Federal Gov- 
ernment which is to be paid to the States and used 
by them for objects which are now supported by 
State taxation. The Supreme Court is very jealous 
of the unrestricted use of the taxing power by Con- 
gress, and is unwilling that this power shall be 
invoked “to regulate, to injure or to destroy.” 

It would be a barren victory, it is contended by 
those who criticise the pending bills, to induce Con- 
gress to pass a law which the courts would unques- 
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tionably nullify. Congress blunders into such a 
futile performance several times each session, but 
hardly with its eyes open. 


Arguments for a Stamp Tax 


The advocates of the substitution of a stamp tax 
on parcel post packages put a good deal of steam 
behind the proposition. They emphasize its consti- 
tutionality, its simplicity, and its productivity—all 
most desirable characteristics of revenue legisla- 
tion. 

The right of Congress to impose an internal reve- 
nue tax on parcel post packages is unquestioned. The 
Canadian Parliament, which possesses no broader 
powers than the American Congress, has imposed, 
and the Dominion Government now is collecting, a 
war tax of 1 cent on every letter and post card 
handled in the Dominion mails. Other nations have 
repeatedly taxed the use of the mails in emergencies. 
No charge of discrimination would lie against such a 
tax for it “rests equally upon all the people,” inas- 
much as it would be paid by everyone seeking to 
benefit by the low transportation rates of the parcel 
post and by no one else. 

A parcel post stamp tax would be simplicity itself. 
It would require no complicated code of rules for its 
enforcement and no elaborate system of accounting. 
The Bureau of Engraving and Printing would grind 
out the stamps, the Internal Revenue Bureau would 
distribute them through the postmasters, and the 
patrons of the parcel post would lick ’em. What 
could be more delightfully simple? 

The productivity of a parcel post stamp tax can 
be demonstrated in advance by official figures. 
Postmaster General Burleson, in one of his period- 
ical bursts of enthusiasm, has just confided-to the 
American people the interesting fact that in the 
fiscal year 1915 no less than ONE BILLION parcel 
post packages were handled in the mails. A tax 
of 1 cent per package would produce $10,000,000 
in clean cash with little or no offset in the way of 
cost of collection. This money would go directly 
into the Treasury and would pay for one big battle 
cruiser every year. 


Uncle Sam Needs the Money 


There are lots of other reasons why this would 
be a logical and altogether proper tax. Like the 
lunch counter man who charged a dollar for a ham 
sandwich, Uncle Sam needs the money, and just at 
present he needs it very badly, his requirements 
being far more pressing than those of the States 
which want money for education and good roads. 

Then, too, it’s Uncle Sam’s money, anyhow! He 
is to-day presenting a tidy little subsidy to every- 
body whose parcel post package he transports, be- 
cause even the elevator boys in the Postoffice De- 
partment know that the postage on the parcels 
doesn’t pay the cost of handling them. Uncle Sam 
can’t afford to pay subsidies just now. In fact, 
there never was a more opportune time than the 
present for raising the postage rate on the parcel 
post to a self-sustaining basis, and if we must pay 
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war taxes when we are not at war, why not start 
with a little tax that nearly wipes out the current 
postal deficit? 

Isn’t it an altogether charming coincidence that 
the current postal deficit is a little more than $11,- 
000,000, while, allowing for a 10 per cent increase 
in the use of the parcel post for the fiscal year 1916, 
a tax of 1 cent per parcel would produce just 
$11,000,000? Looks like the most scientific sort of 
taxation, doesn’t it? 


Congress Must Raise Big Sum 


Chairman Kitchin of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee will begin work on a general bill for raising 
revenue as soon as Congress meets. This measure 
must produce somewhere between $150,000,000 and 
$200,000,000 to meet the deficit in the Treasury 
and the cost of the new program for the national 
defense. On the eve of the holiday recess Congress 
re-enacted for one year the so-called emergency 
war revenue act, which is now producing about 
$80,000,000 per annum. Some time between now 
and May 1 a measure must be passed restoring 
sugar to the dutiable list of the tariff act, thereby 
saving some $60,000,000 per annum which other- 
wise would be lost. ‘The passage of these measures, 
however, merely preserves the present income of 
the Government and doesn’t add a dollar to it. 

Of all the Chinese puzzles ever devised the task 
before Mr. Kitchin and his colleagues certainly 
carries off the blue ribbon. President Wilson 
thought to render the work of the Ways and Means 
Committee somewhat easier by suggesting taxes on 
gasoline, automobiles, internal combustion engines, 
pig iron, and “fabricated” iron and steel. In no 
way could he have rendered the Congressional job 
more difficult, for he merely aroused these interests 
to the danger of being taxed, and during the past 
month they have almost literally buried the Ways 
and Means and Finance Committee members be- 
neath a deluge of protests so insistent and so in- 
fluential that they cannot be ignored. 

Farmer Corntossel is right in the thick of it. He 
declares that he is now paying all kinds of money 
for gasoline, that he hasn’t finished paying for his 
little 20-hp. buzz wagon, and when he does finish 
he hopes to begin to buy, on the installment plan, 
a little gas engine to cut the feed for the stock, 
run th’ old thrashin’ machine and help th’ old woman 
churn, b’gosh! When 50,000 Farmer Corntossels 
take the trouble to write to their Congressmen in 
the fervid language they are employing in these 
protests it just looks as though Claude Kitchin 
would have to guess again. 


Importations Increasing While Revenue Declines 


And it’s a pretty serious matter. Of course, the 
real trouble is with the Underwood-Simmons tariff 
law, which has never produced sufficient revenue, 
either in peace or war. It is useless for the ma- 
pority leaders in Congress to blame the shortage on 
the fighting in Europe. The fact is that importa- 
tions for the eleven months ending November, 1915, 
show a gain of $7,000,000 over the same period of 
1913, while the customs revenues have fallen off 
more than $100,000,000. 

The knowledge that the tariff law must soon be 
revised still further complicates the situation. The 
majority leaders would like to revise it while they 
are still in control of both houses of Congress and 
the Presidency. 

But it is a time-honored rule of politics never to 
revise the tariff on the eve of a Presidential or Con- 
gressional election. You see, if you do, the other 
fellows will scare the voters with all sorts of pre- 
dictions of dire calamity to follow, and, even if the 
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new tariff law is all right, there would not be time 
enough to prove it before the polls open. 

So, getting down to brass tacks, it looks as though 
Mr. Kitchin and his colleagues would be obliged to 
secure the greater part of the needed revenue from 
increased income taxes. Not that this is a particu- 
larly popular way of raising money, but simply that 
you only pay an income tax once a year, and the 
pang of parting with your hard-earned money in 
the last days of June will be somewhat assuaged 
before election day in November. On the other 
hand, you lick stamps every day and you have no 
time to forget. 

A very mean man, whose identity is yet undis- 
closed, bought half a page of advertising space in 
one of the Washington newspapers while the joint 
resolution extending the emergency war revenue act 
was pending in the Senate last month, and filled it 
with this line in circus poster type: “LICK THE 
DEMOCRATS OR LICK STAMPS.” 

This was hardly a square deal, as it is beneath 
the dignity of our national legislators to reply to 
anonymous advertisements, but it’s a gospel truth 
that that nasty little publication has materially 
hastened the day when a tariff for revenue, produc- 
ing sufficient money to run the Government, will 
take the place of all these so-called war taxes.

BRIEF REVIEW OF THE BUILDING 
SITUATION 


November Shows a Marked Increase in the Planning of New Work as 
Compared with November, 1914 


UILDING operations as reported for Novem- 
B ber show a very marked increase when com- 
pared with those for the corresponding 
month of 1914. The increased activity is con- 
fined to no particular locality as all four of the 
zones into which we have divided the country show 
very appreciable gains over the year before. Even 
in the extreme West, where heretofore the amount 
of new work planned has been less than during the 
corresponding period of 1914, the figures indicate 
a gain for November of 2314 per cent. The gain 
for the country is 44.73 per cent. 

In the cities of the Eastern States, of which 
thirty-seven have reported, there are thirty in- 
creases and only seven decreases, with a resultant 
gain as compared with November of the year before 
of 52.39 per cent. The more conspicuous gains 
are shown in Albany, Boston, Buffalo, Hartford, 
Newark, the five boroughs of Greater New York, 
Philadelphia, Rochester, Springfield, Syracuse, Tren- 
ton and Utica. The important decreases are con- 
fined to Allentown, Pittsburgh, Worcester, Wilkes- 
Barre and Schenectady. The accompanying table 
gives the comparative figures.

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American Luminous 
Radiators 


The American Electric Heater Com- 
pany, Detroit, Mich., is manufactur- 
ing the American electric luminous 
radiators, which are made in one 
lamp, two lamp and three lamp types. 

The one lamp type is described as 
a portable radiator, providing suffi- 
cient heat to take the chill from a 
small room or the cold portion of a 
room. The frosted lamp can _ be 
either 250 or 500 watt capacity. It is 
made primarily to give out heat, and

at the same time to give a cheerful 
glow. The polished copper reflector be- 
hind the lamp concentrates the heat in 
the direction desired. This heater is 
15% in. high, 8 in. in diameter and 
weighs 5 lb. 

The two-lamp type is, of course, of 
twice as great a heat capacity as the 
one lamp heater, and will heat a 
much larger room. 

It is described as a small portable 
fire place without fire. This radiator 
is 15% in. high, 11 in. wide, 7 in. deep 
and weighs 7 lb. 

The three-lamp type of radiator is 
equipped with a special polished re- 
flector which concentrates the heat in 
one direction and provides a great deal 
more heat than either one of the 
other types. This heater is 19 in. 
high, 18 in. wide and 7% in. deep. 

The 250-watt lamp for these heaters 
can be provided in many different 
voltages and retails for $1.30 up to 
125 volts, and $1.65 up to 250 volts. 
The 500-watt lamp, which of course 
gives off a great deal more heat than 
the 250, retails for $1.65 up to 125 
volts and $2.00 for any voltage above 
that up to 250 volts.

| Editorial Comment 


Business and the Trade Commis- 
sion 


HOSE who discuss publicly the commer- 
cial and economic problems created by 
the war agree that no man can forecast 

with any certainty the conditions that must 
be dealt with when it ends. Yet the very 
diversity of views expressed will stimulate 
deeper probing and thus help to determine 
the lines of future trade development. It is 
not surprising that the effort to shape the 
policy of the Government at Washington and 
of large manufacturing and financial inter- 
ests, with a view to the largest benefit to this 
country in the new alignment of interna- 
tional trade, should bring out more or less 
partisan bias. Tariff, shipping, trust and 
to an extent currency legislation has all de- 
veloped party differences. And there are 
plenty of indications that the debates on 
national defense that will be in full swing 
early in the new year will be marked by po- 
litical maneuvering against the needs of the 
national election. That is an unfortunate 
but an inevitable feature of the decision of 
important questions in a democracy. 

There has been no concealment of the feel- 
ing of many business men against some of 
the policies and proposals of the present ad- 
ministration and the two that preceded it. 
But that has not prevented a recognition by 
manufacturers of the evident attempts made 
more recently to promote better relations be- 
tween those in charge of the Government 
and those in charge of commercial and man- 
ufacturing interests. Particularly have the 
utterances of members of the Federal Trade 
Commission tended to promote a better feel- 
ing, even though there have been less re- 
assuring developments in other Administra- 
tion circles. Chairman Davies, in address- 
ing the American Manufacturers’ Export 
Association in New York last week on “The 
European War and Industrial Democracy,” 
added to the impression previously:-made of 
the commission’s disposition to deal fairly 
in matters within its scope. One of the inci- 
dental disclosures of the address was the 
corrective effect upon certain trade abuses 
of merely bringing them to the commission’s 
attention—confirmation in a measure of 
what has been claimed for publicity as a 
curative. 


INDUSTRIAL PREPAREDNESS 


Of most interest and significance was what 
Chairman Davies said of the sort of in- 
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dustrial preparedness with which this coun- 
try must meet the competition to come from 
Europe after the war. Disagreeing with 
some of the easy optimism over this coun- 
try’s position that has emanated from Wash- 
ington, he rates high the extent to which 
England, France and Italy, under the pres- 
sure of overpowering necessity, have special- 
ized industry for greater economy and 
effectiveness. The reorganization of in- 
dustry, when finally established in Europe, 
he points out, will represent a degree of 
efficiency that will command the respect of 
all rivals competing in the markets of the 
world. To meet this situation “will require 
that our industries be integrated and stabi- 
lized so that not only will the economies of 
sustained production be available, but it will 
require that the social well-being of the 
workers shall also be sustained upon a 
proper level to the same end.” 

That by “integrated and stabilized” in- 
dustry he definitely means large business, 
the commission’s chairman makes plain in 
saying later: 

“The economies of large-scale production 
to the extent that they exist, the advantages 
of integration of industry, the sustaining 
force of stabilization in industry, the pre- 
vention of feast and famine, the prevention 
of cutthroat competition, can all be encom- 
passed in a democratic State without yield- 
ing to monopoly in principle or in effect. 
The problem of democracy is to conserve the 
efficiencies of industry to the highest degree 
that is compatible with the fundamental con- 
ception of liberty and freedom in industry. 
The problem of government is not only not to 
thwart efficiencies, but to stimulate them, to 
aid them, to develop them to the highest de- 
gree that is compatible with the general wel- 
fare. That is the problem for democracy. 
That is the great challenge that comes to 
this great republic with renewed insistence 
out of this epochal war.” 

Without forgetting that in times past fair 
words from official sources have given an 
encouragement to business that later proved 
unwarranted, it is to be noted that the chair- 
man of the Federal Trade Commission has 
used almost in terms the reasons that have 
been urged for Government friendliness to 
big business. If that means, as it seems to 
mean, the sanction by the commission of the 
principle of co-operation, where it prevents 
cutthroat competition without leading to 
monopoly, it may be treated as assurance of 
more than ordinary significance in its bear- 
ing on both foreign and domestic trade. 
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Business and Politics 


T IS both an anomaly and a paradox that 
in a democratic country the profession of 
politics should largely be a byword and 

a reproach among the great majority of 
thinking impartial people. Possibly it is be- 
cause it is made a profession, that this feel- 
ing exists. It is much the same analogy as 
in athletic sports when the sport becomes a 
matter of living and revenue instead of a 
recreation. In such an instance commercial- 
ism is a taint, for it too often means win- 
ning at all hazards instead of winning only 
by fair play. The trouble lies in the fact 
that the inherent and essential purpose of 
sport—that of amusement, health and rec- 
reation—has been diverted to the aim and 
end of making it pay. It may sound like 
Sunday School talk and an iridescent dream 
to say the real purpose of politics is that a 
man shall serve his country first and himself 
afterwards. Yet it is so and our troubles 
arise largely from our having transposed 
these two intents. When politics become a 
life-calling and practically the only means of 
subsistence, the first concern of the politician 
is to hold his job by pleasing his party and 
his constituents. And the brutal logic of 
events is too often with him, for failing to 
do these things means very soon being out of 
politics and out of a job. So in sober truth 
the politician is not much different from the 
average man who too often finds that to get 
along he must usually conform to the code 
and standard of his calling rather than of 
his own ideas and beliefs. 


The situation has been further compli- 
cated by most callings abandoning the po- 
litical field largely to the members of the 
legal profession so that the personnel of Con- 
gress and State Legislatures is largely made 
up of lawyers. 

Of all classes the lawyer most naturally 
drifts into politics. Because public service 
is distinctly a career for him and in ac- 
cordance with his education and training. 
Even if politics be not persevered in as a 
pursuit it it is constantly the road to future 
preferment. Apparently, logically and obvi- 
ously laws should be framed by lawyers. Yet 
common sense and experience teach that the 
best and most effective laws are the briefest, 
the most directly stated, and the freest from 
legal technicality and endless. verbiage. 
While on the other hand the most vulnerable 
statutes and those that least stand the test 
of the courts are those that laboriously and 
most comprehensively endeavor to cover all 
possible contingencies. So because of these 
things lawyers have always been the dom- 
inating element in our legislature halls. 

This was well enough and most fitting in 
those early days of the Republic when the 
great questions at stake were mainly the 
functions and nature of Government and the 


relations of the States and the Nation. But 
in these days when the moving problems are 
economic and social this state ef affairs is 
little less than a calamity. At its best, the 
legal attitude of mind is critical, analytical 
and seeking justice. At its worst it is merely 
obstructive, making a fetish of the traditions 
and inheritances of the past and regarding 
form and precedent as of more value than 
the needs of human nature. It is rarely 
constructive in the matter of those great 
social and economic reforms which are the 
milestones of human life. For such action 
demands an initiative and a disregard of the 
past that are largely foreign to the legal 
point of view. Added to this is that gen- 
eral lack of practical experience which can 
come only from personal contact with busi- 
ness life. | 

The result of all these matters is easily 
in that series of legal enactments which 
during the past decade has so upset and 
disturbed the business world. It is not 
whether much of this legislation was neces- 
sary for commercial and political health or 
whether much was merely the offspring of 
prejudice and ignorance. The real point in- 
volved is that it marks that close and inti- 
mate relation which certainly in the future 
is to be the portion of business and politics. 

For its own sake and that of the country 
in general it is apparent enough that the 
commercial world must be more largely rep- 
resented in our legislative halls. And: to 
have enduring success it will have to be on 
a far different basis from that in which 


‘business too often sought in the past to 


break into politics. These efforts were 
usually characterized by that class spirit 
which z.lways has an axe to grind and usually 
at the expense of the country at large. Such 
incursions were consequently doomed to fail- 
ure from the beginning so far as any 
permanent influence in the political world 
was concerned, and only made more difficult, 
renewed efforts in a different spirit in the 
coming time. 

Fortunately the way is being blazed by a 
great national commercial organization 
which puts first the good of the Nation at 
large and lets its class interests take second 
place. And its influence upon lawmakers in 
the future will be in proportion to its ad- 
herence to this program. What is needed be- 
yond this organized influence is the personal 
influence of business representatives in 
legislative bodies that there may be adequate 
representation of so large and influential a 
class. It is a fatal mistake in any demo- 
cratic country to have any one class dom- 
inate as is now the case with lawyers in 
legislation; and it would be an equally fatal 
mistake merely to shift this dominance to 
the business world. What is needed is a 
more equitable distribution where the faults 
of one class shall be held in check by the 
virtues of another. 
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A NEW DECISION ON THE LIABILITY 
OF MERCANTILE AGENCIES FOR IN- 
CORRECT CREDIT INFORMATION

ness for himself has at some time or other had 

to ask a mercantile agency for information as 
to the financial standing of a customer or prospec- 
tive customer; or, has himself been the subject of 
an inquiry by somebody else. I have therefore al- 
ways assumed that the entire body of the readers 
of these articles would be interested in a discussion 
of the legal liability of mercantile agencies for in- 
formation which they give out, reflecting upon the 
credit of some business man. I have published 
everything along this line I could dig up from time 
to time, and shall continue to publish it when I can 
get it. There are two phases of the liability of a 
mercantile agency in such a case: 1, its liability to 
the man whose credit is reflected upon if the state- 
ments made were untrue; and 2, its liability to a 
creditor who gives credit to a man whose standing 
the agency says is good, where on the contrary it 
is bad. 

The law which applies to the professional mer- 
cantile agencies like Dun’s and Bradstreet’s, also 
applies to the rating and credit departments con- 
ducted by mercantile organizations. 

As I have pointed out in previous articles, the law 
on the liability of mercantile agencies, for untrue 
credit information, is in a nutshell, that the agency 
is responsible in damages only where it could be 
shown to have been guilty of gross negligence. For 
untrue information, given out merely through mis- 
take, the agency has in most cases been held not to 
be liable, even though some subscriber relied on it 
and made a loss. 

The Appellate Division of the New York State 
Supreme Court has just handed down a decision 
which indicates, it seems to me, a tendency to hold 
the agencies to a stricter account than in the past. 
This is well, in my judgment. If I pay a mercantile 
agency $125 a year to supply me with information 
by which I can decide whether to trust out goods or 
not, I have a right to expect the agency will not give 
me information which it has not thoroughly sifted. 

The case referred to was brought by Alexander 
J. Munro, a Chicago jobber, against the Bradstreet 
Company. Munro was a subscriber to the Brad- 
street service, and asked them one day.for a report 
on a New York concern named Jackson & Sulzer, 
which he proposed to sell to. Bradstreet’s Chicago 
office said they had no special report there, but if 
Munro would pay for the telegram, they would wire 
New York for one. This was done, and the report 
came. It said that a representative of Bradstreet’s 
had just called on Jackson & Sulzer and found that 
their credit was good. Munro thereupon gave them 
credit and in a few days they went into bankruptcy 
and Munro lost practically the entire account. This 
happened in August. 

Munro investigated and learned that Bradstreet 
had not made any call on Jackson & Sulzer in 
August, as they said, but merely went on a report 
they had obtained in the February before, when 
Jackson & Sulzer’s credit was really all right. Munro 
thereupon sued Bradstreet’s for damages. He 


] SUPPOSE practically every man who is in busi- 
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brought his case in New York, and after hearing 
it, the lower court threw it out, on the ground that 
Bradstreet’s had saved itself by inserting the fol- 
lowing in its contract with Munro and all other 
subscribers: “That the said company shall not be 
liable for any loss or injury caused by the negligence 
or other act of said company or any of its officers, 
agents or employees, in procuring, collecting and 
communicating such information.” 

After his case was dismissed, Munro appealed, 
and the Appellate Division by a vote of 3 to 2, sus- 
tained him. By a majority vote the court said the 
case should not’ have been dismissed, but should 
have gone to a jury. I take the following from 
the majority opinion: 

On the evidence adduced in behalf of the plain- 
tiff (Munro), the jury would have been justified 
in finding gross negligence on the part of the de- 
fendant by which the plaintiff was misled to his 
loss, in giving credit to an insolvent firm. * * * 
The contract must be given a construction which 
will entitle the plaintiff to receive something for 
the large annual payments. * * * A _ reason- 
able construction, I think, merely relieves the de- 


fendant from errors and mistakes, but not from 


knowingly making false reports, or from gross mis- 
takes or negligence by which reports which are 
wholly false with respect to the action taken by the 
defendant * * * are made. The evidence 
would justify a finding of gross negligence and also 
that defendant was guilty of constructive fraud in 
thus misrepresenting the financial credit of the firm 
to the plaintiff, thereby leading if not inducing him 
to extend credit. | 

Two judges thought that the agency ought not 
to be held liable, under the former view of the law 
which has always made it extremely difficult to 
fasten anything on an agency which gave out un- 
true reports. 

Considering how fully thousands of business 
houses rely upon the credit information furnished 
by the agencies, and how very hard it has always 
been to make the agency stand the loss when its in- 
formation turned out bad, this New York case will 
prove generally interesting.

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Death of William W. Supplee 


ILLIAM W. SUPPLEE died at his home in 
Walnut Street, Philadelphia, Friday night, 
Dec. 31, in his eighty-fourth year. He had been 
failing in health for some years, the immediate

cause of death being an attack the day before from. 


which he did not recover consciousness. 

Mr. Supplee was one of the best known wholesale 
hardware merchants in the country, not alone owing 
to having been so long the head of a large Phila- 
delphia jobbing house, but also because of his 
prominence in national hardware circles as presi- 
dent for several years of the National Hardware 
Association, which includes most of the leading 
hardware jobbers of the country. 

Mr. Supplee was born in Montgomery County, 
Pennsylvania, April 12, 1832. His great grand- 
parents landed in New York in 1685. They were 
Protestants who left their home in Europe rather 
than change their religion. A grandfather secured 
a large tract of land not far from Norristown, where 
he built a school house, which became known as the 
Supplee School. Mr. Supplee began his education 
in this building, later taking higher courses at the 
Tremont Seminary in Norristown. 

He went to Philadelphia in 1853. The next year 
he determined to go West in company with a former 
school fellow, W. J. Lloyd, who had settled in Phila- 
delphia about the same time Mr. Supplee did. The 
two chums began their Western business careers in 
La Crosse, Wis., where they opened a small store. 
A while after they purchased the businesses there of 
two old-established houses, which considerably in- 
creased the volume of their trade, gradually build- 
ing up a large business which spread through Wis- 
consin and into neighboring States. Afterward 
both returned to Philadelphia to engage in the 
hardware business, securing employment in a 
prominent house. 

In the 70’s Mr. Supplee was head of what was 
then known as Lloyd, Supplee & Walton, the business 
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continuing through various changes of title, includ- 
ing Supplee Hardware Company to the present 
Supplee-Biddle Hardware Company, when the Biddle 
establishment was taken into the company. 

Mr. Supplee has occupied many positions of trust 
outside his immediate business interests, having 
been president of the Chamber of Commerce, Phila- 
delphia, previously known as the Trades’ League. 

Mr. Supplee had long been a member of the 
Union League Club and of the City Club since it 
was founded. 

He was a man of great activity, sound business 
sense, possessed of the strictest integrity and was 
respected wherever known for his exceptionally fine 
business and social qualities. 

He is survived by a widow and two daughters.

And even to those who have never known the exulta- 
tion of-the “first bag,” the ad makes a powerful ap- 
peal. Such an ad will make a real hunter of many a 
man who never shouldered a rifle. The ad throws a 
hunter’s atmosphere about the store and the sports- 
man reader will delight in trading at a store where 
the men who serve him are as enthusiastic as he is 
about the great outdoors. Give this ad a careful 
reading and pay particular attention to the neat 
manner in which the tale comes to a finish in the 
final paragraph. When you go after the sportsman, 
talk to him in his own language and you’ll reach 
his pocketbook ’way ahead of the other fellow. We 
make this suggestion: place the three guns at the 
close of the text and label them——make, model and 
price. 


They Like Our Suggestion 


No. 2 (1 col. x 13 in.). This ad comes to us from 
the Miller Lime & Cement Company, Alton, Ill. The 
Miiler people formerly ran their firm name at the 
top of the ad, but at our suggestion they now use a 
live heading. W. L. Budde of the firm thanks us 
for our advice in regard to the company’s advertis- 
ing efforts. This particular ad is well illustrated 
and laid out. We direct attention to the rules sep- 
arating each item which affords the opportunity of 
inserting various suggestions. The text is fully de- 
scriptive and the only suggestion we have is to be 
careful to invariably quote the regular price where 
a special figure is given. 


It Economizes Space 


No. 8 (1 col. x 13 in.). Another ad from the 
Miller Lime & Cement Co. This ad was used before 
our suggestion about changing the heading was 
made, hence the firm name appears at the top of 
the ad story, and right here let us say that the grad- 
uated type sizes make for ease in getting into the 
heart of the ad. There never was a more frank and 
fair appeal than this ad printed and the force and 
logic of the statements made must have sunk deep 
in the mind of every person who read the ad. We 
feel confident that the comparisons were checked up 
then and there by every reader who possessed a cat- 
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alog of the mail order firm mentioned. If so, the 
spell of catalog buying should have been broken 
completely or at least badly cracked, for every price 
comparison is in favor of the Towery-Sanders-Par- 
sons Co. We have long advocated this method of 
fighting mail order competition, and we are glad to 
see the idea so effectively presented in this ad. And 
Mr. Towery will reap the full benefit of the plan as 
he is determined to follow through the comparisons 
until he has compared his entire stock with the cat- 
alog figures. Such a campaign must be overwhelm- 
ingly convincing of the economy of trading at home. 
We would be glad to see other ads in the series. 


A Frank, Fair Bid for Business 


No. 4 (Page ad). Here’s a page of anti-mail- 
order talk from the Towery-Sanders-Parsons Co., 
Athens, Tex.

This ad was sent us by 
Hocking & Penhallegon, Chicago, Ill. E. T. Pen- 
hallegon states, in a letter to us, that the ad is the 
firm’s first attempt at advertising on a large scale. 
If this ad is the first attempt, it augurs well for the 
future publicity of Hocking & Penhallegon. For 
this ad is arranged and written in a manner to de- 
light the eye of the most critical department store 
ad man. The heading is neatly placed, the panels 
balance beautifully, and the illustrations are clean 
and well drawn, livening up the whole announce- 
ment. The only thing lacking is a snappy opening 
talk, dilating upon the values offered and the store’s 
stocks in general. This talk should have been in- 
serted directly under the firm name. However, ev-

ape railroad freight embargo on articles of iron and 
steel intended for export shipment is still the chief 
feature in the steel situation, which has been quiet in 
the past two weeks, due largely to the holiday season. 
It is known that representatives of England and France 
in this country are doing all they can to get vessels to 
New York to help put an end to the embargo, but at 
this writing very little has been accomplished. In the 
meantime steel mills that were making large shipments 
abroad are now diverting a good part of their output to 
domestic consumers who are getting better deliveries 
and in larger quantities on their contracts than they have 
at any time in six months or more. Some believe that 
the railroad embargo on export shipments will be off in 
a week or ten days, while others think it may last for a 
month. The railroads are doing all in their power to get 
the cars moved, but the chief trouble was that vessel 
bottoms cannot be had and freight was piling up at such 
an alarming rate that the railroads had to declare an 
embargo to protect themselves. 

New buying in iron and steel products in the last two 
weeks of 1915 was less than in any similar period for 
some months. This, however, was welcomed by the 
mills, which are simply snowed under with orders, and it 
will also probably serve as a check to some extent to 
any further advances in prices, which are now regarded 
on all lines as being amply high. As an instance it is 
claimed that to build an ore boat under present prices 
of plates costs $60,000 more than earlier in the year 
when plates were selling at 1.05c. and 1.10c. at maker’s 
mill. There is a famine in the supply of plates, and 
from 2.25c. to 2.50c. at maker’s mill is being paid for 
%4-in. and heavier plates for shipment within three or 
four weeks from date of order. 

Heavy orders for war munitions continue to be placed 
with steel mills in this country. The Midvale Steel & 
Ordnance Company has taken an order from France for 
384,000 8-8/10-in. shells, and another inquiry is in the 
market from France for 33,000 net tons of steel rounds, 
for which 2.90c., f.0.b. New York was quoted. Another 
lot of 80,000 tons is reported to be in the market. Heavy 
purchases of barb wire for France and England are also 
being made, one lot of 30,000 tons for France having 
been sold last week at $3.25, f.o.b. maker’s mill, which 
is $6 a ton higher than the domestic price. 

The rail mills are very well fixed with orders, and it 
is said the several rail mills of the Steel Corporation 
are sold up to October of this year. -Orders recently 
placed consist of 23,000 tons for the Southern Railway, 
15,000 tons for the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, 7000 tons 
for the Texas & Pacific, 4000 tons for the International 
Railway at Buffalo, which is building a new trolley from 





Buffalo to Niagara Falls, 4000 tons for the Cuban Rail- 
ways, 3000 tons for the International & Great Northern 
and 5000 tons for the Burlington. It has been some 
years since the rail mills were so well fixed with orders 
as they are at present, and the heavy contracts for rails 
on their books insure a maximum consumption of steel 
during the first six or nine months of this year. 

There were not many changes in prices this week, the 
principal one being an advance of about $1 a ton on 
Bessemer pig iron and 25c. to 50c. a ton on steel scrap. 
Prices on all kinds of finished iron and steel are very 
strong, and the steel mills will enter 1916 with more 
orders on their books, and at relatively higher prices 
than have ruled for some years. All indications are 
that the steel mills will run to maximum capacity dur- 
ing the first six months of 1916 at least, and perhaps 
through all of the year. 

The hardware trade closed 1915 in what might be 
termed a “blaze of glory.” While there was the usual 
holiday dullness, due to the fact that traveling men 
were off the road, yet the volume of business in the last 
half of December was good, and the outlook for 1916 
is excellent. Retail hardware dealers are buying 
freely, and carrying larger stocks of goods than at any 
time for several years.

The farmers have sold their crops at good prices and 
are prepared to make improvements to their farms, 
which will mean large purchases of barb wire and 
other materials handled by the hardware trade.

WIRE NAILS.—Mills report a very active demand and 
have booked heavy orders for wire nails at the full 
price of $2.10 on contracts for delivery at convenience 
of the makers, which means in three or four months 
or longer. It is believed there is going to be a decided 
scarcity in the supply of wire nails, and jobbers and 
retailers are placing orders freely, so that they can 
accumulate as large stocks as possible. No wire nails 
are being loaded now for export shipment, and domestic 
consumers are getting better deliveries on their con- 
tracts than at any time in the last three or four 
months. Prices are very strong, and it is intimated 
that another advance may be made early this month. 

We quote on new orders, wire nails in large lots to jobbers, 
$2.10 base; in carload lots to retailers, $2.15 base; less than 
carload lots, $2.20 to $2.25; galvanized nails, 1 in. and longer, 
$2.00 extra; shorter than 1 in., $2.50 extra. 

Cut Naits.—New demand is reported active, and 
cut nail mills are making and shipping more nails than 
an any time for several years. Prices are very strong, 
and with the scarcity of steel slabs, a further advance 
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in prices of cut nails in the near future is generally 
expected. 


We quote cut nails, $2.00 to $2.05 per keg in carloads and 
larger lots to jobbers; carloads to retailers, $2.05 to $2.10 
f.o.b. Pittsburgh, terms sixty days or 2 per cent off for cash in 
ten days, freight added to point of delivery. 


BARB WIRE.—It is said that 30,000 to 40,000 tons of 
barb wire were bought by France in this country last 
week at $3.25, f.o.b. maker’s mill. This is equal to an 
advance of $6 a ton over the domestic price, and indi- 
cates the strenuous demand for barb wire from the 
Allies and the sold-up condition of the mills. Local 
makers of barb wire are practically out of the market 
as sellers for delivery before April or May, having all 
the orders on their books they can possibly turn out in 
the next four or five months. Premiums of $3 to $5 a 
ton or more are being paid in some cases by domestic 
consumers for prompt shipment. 


Plain annealed wire is $1.95; galvanized barb wire and 
fence staples, $2.95; painted barb wire, $2.25, all f.o.b. Pitts- 
burgh, with freight added to point of delivery, terms thirty 
days net, less 2 per cent off for cash in ten days. Prices on 
woven wire fencing are 67% per cent off in carload lots, 66% 
per cent on 1000-rod lots, and 65% per cent on small lots, 
f.o.b. Pittsburgh. 


FENCE WIRE.—The new demand is very active and 
good size contracts have been placed at the higher 
price, which went into effect on Dec. 20. The makers 
of fence wire are running to full capacity, turning out 
every pound they possibly can and shipping it as fast 
as made. At the present high level of prices, the mills 
are realizing large profits for their fence wire business. 


Prices are as follows: Annealed fence wire in carload lots 
$1.95 base; galvanized, $2.65, with the usual advances charged 
to jobbers for small lots from store. 


TIN PLATE.—As noted last week, the Phillips Sheet 
& Tin Plate Company advanced its base price of coke 
plates, and also terne plate, 15c. per base box, and 
the same action has been taken by all the other inde- 
pendent mills. As yet the American Sheet & Tin Plate 
Company has not advanced its price, but will probably 
have done so by the time this report reaches our 
readers. The very heavy export and domestic demand 
for tin plate and the high prices to be charged by the 
steel mills for sheet bars in the first quarter of this 
year are given as the reason for advancing prices of 
tin plate. Specifications are heavy, and most large 
consumers covered their needs for tin plate for the 
first half and all of 1916 at the $3.50 and $3.60 prices, 
but there is still a good deal of tin plate to be bought, 
and consumers who have not covered will have to pay 
the $3.75 price. The mills are running close to 100 
per cent and have orders on their books that will take 
all the tin plate they can make for months to come. 


We quote 14 x 20 coke plates at $3.60 to $3.75 per base box 
for delivery over all of next year, but the lower price will 
likely be withdrawn in a few days. We quote terne plate, 
shone aaa 14 x 20, at $3.50 to $3.65 per box, f.o.b. Pitts- 

urgh. 


NuTs AND Bo.ts.—There has been no further ad- 
vance in prices on nuts and bolts in the past two weeks, 
but with steel bars selling at 1.90c. and 2c., makers of 
nuts and bolts say they will have to get more money for 
their goods, and an advance in prices may be made in 
the early part of this month. All makers are sold up 
for three or four months, and are very much behind 
in deliveries. Discounts in effect at this writing are 
for prompt acceptance only, and not for contracts, are 
as follows:

WroucHTt Prre.—Mills report the new demand for 
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wrought iron and steel pipe as very active, and for oil 
country goods it is heavier than for a long time. The 
oil trade has become more active, and prices have ad- 
vanced rapidly, and this is reflected in an increased de- 
mand for oil-well supplies. The demand for boiler 
tubes is also heavy, and a number of consumers who 
formerly used seamless tubes, but are unable to obtain 
them as the mills are sold up so far ahead, are using 
boiler tubes when they can do so.

E effort of buyers now and earlier during the fall 

has been more to get orders booked and shipments 
headed their way rather than to waste time quibbling 
over advances, or, quoting David Lloyd George refer- 
ring to the European war, “You can’t haggle with an 
earthquake.” 

There are runaway markets in some leading lines, 
especially in materials, with manufacturers endeavor- 
ing to restrain buyers. This situation applies most 
largely to articles made wholly or partially of metals, 
but the commercial tide is rising and flowing into chan- 
nels which heretofore have been less favored. 

The seasonable lines wanted for spring trade have 
been quite well covered by the large trade, as the bulk 
of the goods was booked and provided for earlier in 
the year. Late and supplementary orders are usually 
subject to current prices ruling now or at time of 
shipment. 

The vice-president of the leading manufacturing es- 
tablishment in a standard line of household utilities 
says that while the company has temporarily slowed 
up a bit at one factory, in the distributing branches it 
has been busy to the last. He also reports that the 
firm has had the greatest year’s business during 1915 
in its history, and says that the outlook for next year 
is excellent. 

While the regular domestic trade in these particular 
articles is very large, there is also a considerable for- 
eign demand normally. But notwithstanding that for 
the entire year the company has been practically with- 
out business from Germany, Austria-Hungary, Turkey, 
Belgium and most of Russia (except a little though 
Archangel), with a falling off of 70 per cent in French 
business, it is significant that there must Lave been a 
considerable increase in orders from merchants in the 
U. S. A. to overcome such large losses abroad. Some 
idea of the volume of their foreign business may be 
gathered from the fact that on Aug. 1, 1914, they had 
on the books $100,000 worth of orders from Germany 
alone, which they have been unable to fill. 

There has been some offset, however, to the shrink- 
age mentioned in an increase of about a third to Great 
Britain and better orders from Australia and New Zea- 
land, which markets have held up well. 

The outlook for next year in average goods is looked 
upon as excellent, and expected to come stronger in the 
near future. For instance, many classes of retailers 
have had a big holiday trade, and a sales manager 
says that traveling salesmen are going to find stocks 
among distributors, both wholesale and retail, consid- 
erably depleted on their first trips early in January in

lines of merchandise of even partial holiday character. 
Some of the factories report working their forces at 
night to keep up with orders. Many producers are 
greatly hampered in getting much wanted raw ma- 
terials, while greater pressure is expected to develop 
with the growth of the year. 


WIRE NAILs.—The difficulty now encountered by job- 
bers in wire nails is not so much price as getting goods. 
One concern with orders for 25 carloads booked and 
ready to order half as many more soon, finally suc- 
ceeded in getting three carloads from three different 
mills scattered from Massachusetts and Ohio to Ala- 
bama. One company making these goods, it is said, 
was recently entirely out of 8-penny nails at all its 
plants. Owing to depleted stocks, which the freight 
embargo and congested terminals tend to keep low, 
merchants often are compelled to refuse business be- 
cause they are unable to deliver the goods. 

One establishment, however, notwithstanding all the 
hindrances, found that its business from Dec. 1 to 
Christmas inclusive was almost identical in number of 
kegs with business for the same comparable period in 
the November preceding. When this statement was 
made December entire was expected to exceed Novem- 
ber last. 


Wire nails, in store, are $2.50 per keg base and carted by 
the jobber, $2.55 per keg base. 


CuT Naits.—There is likewise difficulty in getting 
cut nails even from eastern Pennsylvania mills, which 
is quite a contrast in this line with past experiences, 
when there have usually been good stocks. Orders for 
export have dwindled, not because foreigners do not 
need and want the goods, but owing to difficulties in 
shipping, both because of lack of vessel room and the 
extremely high freight rates. Foreign buyers are de- 
laying placing orders until they can be surer of vessel 
room, but will probably have to pay roundly.in the end 
for nails owing to advancement in price. 


Cut nails, in store, are $2.50 base and carted $2.55 base 
per keg. 


RorpeE.—The Manila hemp market is exceedingly 
strong, raw fiber having advanced materially. But the 
question of freight is the greatest difficulty and gives 
most concern. It is both a matter of deep-sea ton- 
nage, which is greatly decreased with corresponding 
increases in freight rates. For example, before the 
war freight from Manila coming via Suez direct to New 
York was 60c., where it is approximately $2.50 now for 
the same weight via Seattle on the Pacific coast and 
rail overland to Atlantic coast points. 

Sisal fiber is also going strong at 7c. per Ib. and 
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upward, which is much higher than normal. Owing to 
these circumstances manufacturers say they are en- 
titled to an advance in the price of rope, and do not 
see how it can be avoided with an increase in demand 
when business really begins for the new year. Trade 
is quite good for this period of the year, chiefly in the 
marine line in this territory, while other domestic re- 
quirements have slacked off. Export inquiries con- 
tinue to come along in increased numbers. 

Manila rope, first grade, is still 14c. base per lb. 
from jobbers, and the other grades are unchanged at 
former prices. Sisal rope, first grade, is also still at 
10c. base per lb. from jobbers, with second and third 
grades on the same basis as before. 


WINDOow GLaAss.—The demand for glass, notwith- 
standing the winter season, has kept up very well. 
General advances are expected with the coming of the 
new year, one of which is polished plate glass, recently 
announced, amounts to 162/3 per cent. Incidentally 
there is a decrease in the usual allowance for the sal- 
vage of glass returned to the dealers equal to 50 per 
cent, which amounts to an increase in cost to the con- 
sumer. Manufacturers of window and plate glass have 
withdrawn prices and no further orders will be ac- 
cepted at the prices ruling in the fall, producers being 
more independent than for many years. Prices are 
firm, although there is not much glass moving at pres- 
ent, but no contracts are being made at former quota- 
tions and buyers generally expect to pay more here- 
after for glass. Out of store business in window glass 
from jobbers has been done on prices recently quoted, 
but they are likely to advance without notice at any 
time. 


BRASS AND COPPER.—On Dec. 30 sheet copper was 
advanced to 27%4c. base per lb., and bare copper wire

RADE conditions in and around- Chicago still main- 
tain the high plane of the last few months, with 
no appreciable decline. Crowds of shoppers still fill the 
downtown streets and trading is brisk. Reports from 
retailers who have finished inventory show business to 
be in good condition, and wholesalers report a very sat- 
isfactory year. There is little in the way of change 
in the metal market. Most manufacturers of wire cloth, 
barb wire and nails report everything sold up until at 
least the middle of 1916, and there is no object in 
quoting advances in price where orders cannot be filled. 
Copper is still in great demand by manufacturers, 
and prices for electrolytic range anywhere from 22c. to 
23c. It is freely prophesied that the price will reach 
30c. during the coming year. The condition of the 
metal market is being strongly felt by companies man- 
ufacturing electric equipment, which have been com- 
pelled to turn down many profitable orders from in- 
ability to get raw material. This demand is very 
largely domestic. Railroads are still placing large 
orders for rails and equipment. The Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois has contracted for 10,000 tons of rails, the 
Southern for 12,000 tons and the Seaboard Air Line 
for 4000 tons. 

The market for pig iron is unlimited, and orders are 
being placed for the second half of 1916. 

Linseed oil has advanced 2c. a gallon due to higher 
flaxseed costs. The Dec. 15 Government report on the 
flax yield places the current crop at 13,845,000 bushels, 
or 4,601,000 bushels less than the November estimate. 
This estimate has had its effect on the flax market, 
which is being reflected in the advanced prices of lin- 
seed oil. However the demand is not heavy, and prices 
are not expected to reach a very high level. 





WirE CLotH.—There is no change in the quotations 
of wire cloth, but there is a general inability to fill 
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for electrical purposes, mill shipments, was advanced 
to 23%c. base per lb. 


LINSEED O1L.—The general market situation is rather 
firm. There have been advances in the past two or 
three weeks of 4 to 5c. per gal. for linseed oil in car- 
load and larger quantities. This condition has appar- 
ently inspired buyers to take hold to a better extent. 
In any event, there is an improvement in inquiries. 
Flaxseed at Duluth has likewise advanced recently 
from le. to 2%ce. per bu. 

Linseed oil, city brands, raw, is 66c. in 5 or more bbl. and 
67c. per gal. in less than 5 bbl 

State and Western oil ranges from 65c. to 65%4c. in car- 
loads, according to seller, and 66c. to 66%c. per gal in less 
than carloads. Calcutta oil is quoted at 85c. per gal. 

NAVAL STORES.—The market is firm on naval stores 
and there is much less disposition to make concessions 
because of the tendency to increases in the primary 
markets. The receipts at Savannah and elsewhere are 
smaller and are being taken in better volume than be- 
fore. In the New York market there is little doing, as 
generally expected around the beginning of the new 
year. ; : 

Turpentine, spot, in yard, is quoted at 56c. per gal., 
with only moderate takings. 

Rosins are stronger for the common grades, although 
quoted rates are subject to concessions on definite busi- 
ness. 

Common to good strained, in yard, on the basis of 
280 lb. per bbl., is offered at $5.80 and D grade at $5.85 
per bbl. 

Door CHECKS.—Sargent & Co., New Haven, Conn., 
and New York, announced under recent date that owing 
to increased cost of materials they have advanced 
prices on all door checks, including Eclipse door checks 
and springs and all liquid door checks, 10 per cent. 
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orders for immediate shipment. Mills are running to 
capacity and raw material is almost impossible to get. 


Prices are quoted retailers as follows: Twelve mesh black 
wire cloth $1.35 per hundred sq. ft.; 14 mesh, $1.95; 12 mesh 
galvanized wire cloth $1.95 per hundred sq. ft.; 14 mesh, 
$2.30; 14 mesh bronze wire cloth $6.50 per hundred sq. ft. 


WIRE NAILS.—The wire-nail market enters the new 
year practically unchanged. Raw material is very 
scarce and labor is high. The quotation of a price in 
many cases means very little as the orders must be 
placed for a delivery period of from four to six months 
ahead. 


We quote wire nails: $2.10 per keg in car lots to jobbers 
f.o.b. Pittsburgh. Smaller lots 5c. higher. To retailers $2.15 
in car lots f.o.b. Pittsburgh. Smaller lots 5c. higher. With 
a freight rate of 18.9c., Pittsburgh to Chicago, price in Chi- 
cago is practically $2.29 per keg base to jobbers and $2.34 
to retailers in car lots. 


BARB WIRE AND STAPLES.—The same conditions apply 
to the barb-wire market as to that for wire nails. The 
price is high, but the demand is far in excess of the 
supply, and there is no indication of a drop. 


We quote painted barb wire: At $2.25 per cwt. in car lots 
to jobbers f.o.b. Pittsburgh, and $2.30 to retailers; 5c. ad- 
ditional charge on small lots. Galvanized barb wire at $2.95 
in car lots to jobbers and $3.00 to retailers f.o.b. Pittsburgh. 
No. 9 plain annealed wire $1.95 car lots to jobbers; $2.00 car 
lots to retailers. Polished fence staples are quoted $2.25 per 
hundred and galvanized at $2.95 in car lots to jobbers; $2.30 
and $3.00 to retailers. 


LINSEED O1L.—The linseed oil market shows an ad- 
vance of 2c. per gal., owing to the falling of the 1915 
crop of flax below the estimates. Speculators and man- 
ufacturers, however, were well informed as to the sit- 
uation and, unless the demand is far more than last 
year, prices are not expected to go much higher. 


We quote f.o.b. Chicago, strictly pure, old process linseed 
oil, carloads, raw, 66c.; carloads, boiled, 67c. Five or more 
bbl., raw, 68c.; five or more bbl., boiled, 69c. Less than five 
bbl., raw, 70c.; less than five bbl., boiled, 71c.

HE New Year starts with a very bright outlook in 

the hardware trade. This is the consensus of 

opinion expressed by hardware salesmen who have been 

off the road during the past week attending annual 

meetings held by representatives of the leading hard- 
ware jobbers. 

The holiday trade in Cleveland was unusually heavy, 
and retailers’ stocks of seasonable goods were well sold 
out. This is particularly true of the better grades of 
ice skates, and some of the retailers are complaining 
because they are unable to get further shipments from 
manufacturers. Indoor ice skating has become more 
of a craze than ever before in this city, and the demand 
for high-priced skates has been very heavy since early 
in the winter. 

Jobbers report that dealers’ stocks in general are 
rather low, and this indicates a good volume of orders 


early in the year. Jobbers themselves foreseeing the 
present conditions have stocked up quite heavily at 
prices on most goods lower than those that are now 
prevailing. As a result jobbers have good-sized stocks 
on most goods, although there are some lines that are 
hard to get from the manufacturers. This is particu- 
larly true of coaster sleds and revolvers and to some 
extent true of heavy hardware. Among the recent 
price advances is an advance of about 10 per cent on 
chain hoists. 

Jobbers have been closing out old stocks of mill prod- 
ucts before taking inventory and moving such products 
as shafting and sheets at about the present mill prices 
although making a good profit on these goods because of 
the much lower prices prevailing when they were pur- 
chased. We quote prices as follows: 


Black sheets, 2.50c. to 2.75¢. for No. 28 in car lots for mill 
shipments; 2.75c. out of stock. Galvanized sheets, 4.75c. to 
5.25c. for No. 28 at mill at Sc. out of stock. Wire nails, 
2.30c. out of stock; plain wire, 2.15c.

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A REVOLVING CHIMNEY TOP 


By A. F. MUELLER 


LL the different parts in this top can be made 
A in the shop and mostly of scrap material. 

The details can be varied from those in the 
drawing as there is nothing arbitrary to be fol- 
lowed. The main object only must be kept in mind, 
which is to provide an easy revolving hood at the 
top of the chimney stack to prevent the rain and 
wind from blowing into and down the stack. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of the top and it con- 
tains nearly all the true lengths to lay out the pat- 
terns. The hood can be made in two pieces like an 
elbow, but this is of no special advantage. As its 
center line is at an angle to the center line of the 
collar its curved part must be similar to the upper 
half of an oblique cylinder. After drawing the 
side elevation of the collar, draw the line 5—1 to 


coincide with the top of the collar and from the 
collar set off half an inch on this line, as l. 
Through 1 draw a line C—B, at an angle of 45 
deg. to the center line of the collar, and from C 
draw a vertical line, C—A, that is half an inch 
from the outline of the collar. Make the distance 
from the top of the collar to the bottom of the 
hood an inch, as 5—A, and draw the line A—B to 
represent the bottom of the hood. The hood will 
not gain in width from front to back but the 
farther the bottom is lowered the greater will be 
the projection at B. 

A section through the widest part of the hood 
and at right angles to the top must now be de- 
veloped. The curved part in any horizontal sec- 
tion through the hood will be the same, but the 
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FIG. J. 
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Patterns for a revolving chimney top 
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straight part will vary. In order to use the same 
center line for the section as for the collar, the 
section is constructed on 5—1, a half section being 
all that is necessary, as shown in Fig. 2. If the 
section was developed on A—B then the center line 
would intersect A—B at g. The radius of the half- 
section is 4—1 and would be the radius of any 
horizontal half-section in the hood. Space the 
quarter circle in Fig. 2 into a number of equal 
spaces and from the points draw lines, parallel with 
the center line of the collar, to the section line 
5—1. Through the points on the line 5—1 draw 
lines parallel with C—B, intersecting the ends of 
the hood C—A and A—B and continue the lines 
indefinitely through A—B. At right angles, draw 
a line, as X—1’, and measuring from this line, place 
on the indefinite lines the lengths of similar num- 
bered lines in Fig. 2. Connecting the intersections 
will produce the half-section on A—D and the spaces 
between points on the half-section will be the true 
lengths between similar points on A—D, in which 
1’—3’—5’ will be half the stretchout of the hood. 

Continue the line A—D and on it place twice 
the spaces that there are on the half-section in 
Fig. 3, so that the point 1 will be in the middle 
and through all the points draw indefinite lines. 
Project at right angles, and to these indefinite 
lines, the points on the ends of the hood that are 
located on lines of the same numbers. Thus n 
and m are on line 3 in Fig 1 and they are projected 
to line 3 in Fig. 4, as shown at n’ and m’ in half 
of the pattern. Connecting the intersections will 
result in the net pattern for the hood, as in Fig. 4. 

The holes for riveting, the vane and the rider can 
also be accurately located by projection methods. 
Mark along the top of the hood, on the center line, 
the locations of the rivets or stove bolts and pro- 
ject these points, parallel with 5°—5*, to a line, 
e—f, that is parallel with the center of the pat- 
tern C’—B’ and as far away from it as are the 
center of the rivet holes in the vane and rider 
from the net line of each, and shown by the small 
circles. The holes for the vane braces can be lo- 
cated in a similar manner. 

These tops will be more efficient if a top is used 
that will fit a pipe an inch larger in diameter than 
the stack and connect it to the stack with a short 
tapering piece. But this is seldom done and the 
method of laying out the collar and the upper length 
of pipe in a stack is the same. Only that a collar 
being short the seam is usually riveted, while in a 
length of pipe it is grooved in the lighter gages 
of iron. Obtain the circumference of the collar or 
the stack by calculation and lay out the piece for 
a collar, as in Fig. 5, making an allowance at the 
top for a wire if the collar is to be wired, which 
it should be, and at the bottom an allowance if the 
collar is to be double seamed to the taper. Space 
the length into four equal spaces by the points 6, 7 
and 8 and from 6 and 8 draw perpendiculars, par- 
allel with which draw lines a—b and c—d. These 
lines should be as far away from the. perpendicu- 
lars as the centers of the holes in the riveting laps 
of the bridge are from the net lines of the bridge. 
‘These lines ‘also should be drawn between the per- 
pendiculars and the ends of the pattern and the 
holes may be two in number as in the pattern, or 
three as in the pattern for the bridge, Fig. 10. 
The holes can be punched on the perpendiculars if 
the riveting laps in the bridge are turned on oppo- 
site sides of the bridge. 

Fig. 6 is an enlarged isometric drawing to show 
the bridgej_rider and the post and their relation to 
each other in which the post is fastened with two 
nuts in the lower web of the bridge. Fig. 9 is 
another way of fastening the post which is made 
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of not less than *-in. round iron and is rounded 
at the top. 

Fig. 7 is the pattern for the rider with the neces- 
sary flanges, and it is made of No. 16 gage iron. 
F’, G, H, I are bent at right angles and then £ is 
bent down on top of F to strengthen it. 

Fig. 8 is the pattern for the vane and is the same 
in outline as the vane in Fig. 1, but with the addi- 
tion of the riveting allowance. When the vane 
is made of very light iron it should be hemmed. 

Fig. 10 is the pattern for the bridge, made of 
No. 18 or 20 iron, and is made 3 to 4 in. wide. 

To prevent the top from blowing off the post, a 
hole is drilled through the post just above the flange 
H and a cotter pin is inserted in the hole and then 
cut off so that it does not interfere with the turn- 
ing of the top.

While issued as a medical handbook for the use of 
lighthouse vessels and stations, for the benefit of 
officers and employees of the lighthouse service, 
whose duty on vessels and at remote stations may 
make it difficult at times to obtain the necessary 
medical assistance or advice, its contents are serv- 
iceable anywhere and especially so where there are 
many employees. The first half of the book covers 
much relating to common occurrences from appen- 
dicitis to fainting, rheumatism, sanitation, sun- 
stroke, etc., including the many common diseases. 

The last half of the book covers first aid to the 
injured, poisons and antidotes and a list of 
“don’ts.” 

The present book is similar to one issued in 1912 
and has been revised by W. G. Stimpson, M.D., 
Assistant Surgeon General, United States Public 
Health Service, and the “first aid” portion has been 
revised by R. M. Woodward, M.D., Surgeon, United 
States Public Health Service.

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One Automobile to Eight Families in 1916 Means Greatly Increased 


CCORDING to a statistician of the 

motor vehicle industry the num- 
ber of automobiles used in the United 
States will have reached the ratio of 
one to every eight families by the end 
of 1916. One person out of every 
hundred in this country will have to 
buy an automobile this year to reach 
this proportion. The reports for 1915 
show that the distribution of passen- 
ger cars during the year just passed 
fell very little short of 900,000, and 
on this basis the manufacturers feel 
confident that the ratio of one auto- 
mobile to every eight families will be 
easily reached. 

At present the proportion of motor 
vehicles to the population in the 
United States is about 1 to 45. It has 
been estimated that at the beginning 
of this year there were about 2,250,000 
cars in use in the United States. 
If 1,000,000 cars in 1916 are added to 
this number and four is taken as the 
average number of people to a family, 
then the proportion of one automobile 
to eight families would be realized. 
But even if 1,000,000 cars are sold 
this year the proportion will not be 
actually reached. Among automobile 
owners there are a good many who 
own more than one car. 

The average retail price of pas- 
senger cars sold in 1915 was $811. The 
reduced cost of a car has brought the 
automobile within the reach of fami- 
lies who could not have even thought 
of owning one a few years ago. Many 
men with a yearly income of only 
$1200 own a car. This is possible if 
the motorist lives in the country or 
the smaller towns, and can keep the 
car on his place and be his own ma- 
chinist. In this way the cost of tak- 
ing care of the car is low. 

These estimates furnish astonish-

Anti-Glare Decision 


a work done by the 

Standards Committee of the So- 
ciety of Automobile Engineers is set 
forth in the S. A. E. Bulletin by 
K. W. Zimmershied, Chairman of the 
Standards Committee. On the much- 
discussed glare problem Mr. Zimmer- 
shied states: 


“The final recommendation of the 


committee is that ordinances be so 
drawn as to meet the following condi- 
tions: all headlights shall be so 
mounted that the light projected from 
the reflector shall. not rise higher than 
42 in. above the level surface on which 
the car stands.” 

Regarding standard location for car 
and engine numbers the article reads: 

“The committee has approved a 
standard position for car, chassis, and 
engine numbers so that police depart- 
ments can identify vehicles with the 
minimum of trouble and loss of time. 
It recommends that the car number 
be indented in the right frame mem- 


ber, as near the spring horn as pos- . 


sible. The engine number shall be on 
the crankcase, as far forward as pos- 
sible, on top and as near the middle, 
crosswise, as possible, preference to 
be given the right-hand side. This 
ought to act as some deterrent against 


the stealing of cars, and certainly will 
be of great benefit in restoring cars 
that have been stolen.” 

As. to standard license plates and 
brackets: “Standards for the details 
of license plates, with recommenda- 
tions designed to secure greater leg- 
ibility and more adequate lighting of 
the same, have passed the Standards 
Committee and are ready for final 
action by the society.” 

Proper location of the warning sig- 
nal button and the horn are treated 
as follows: 

“The best position for the warning 
signal button is being considered in 
committee at the present time. Al! 
indications point to the selection of 
the top of the steering column as the 
most feasible position from the stand- 
point of accessibility in use as well 
as reliability of installation and oper- 
ation. A committee is deliberating on 
the matter of the proper location of 
the horn, many members believing 
that this should be as far forward as 
possible, preferably on the front of 
the car.” 

Following the recommendations of 
the committee on headlight glare, 
which it states has been given a close 
study for two years by the experts 
in charge of the investigation, the 
following resolution will, it is under: 
stood, be submitted for approval to 
the meeting in New York City this 
month of the Safety First Federation 
of America. 

“Resolved, that the following pro- 
visions as a principle to be incor- 
porated in anti-glare enactments be 
and hereby are indorsed by the Safety 
First Federation of America. The 
headlights of all automobiles shall 
give sufficient light to reveal any 
person, vehicle or substantial object 
on the road straight ahead of such 
automobile at a distance of at least 
150 ft. The headlight shall be so 
arranged that no portion of the re- 
flected beam of light when measured 
75 ft. or more ahead of the car shall 
be over 42 in. above the level surface 
on which the car stands. Such head- 
lights shall also give sufficient side 
illumination to indicate any person, 
vehicle or substantial object 10 ft. to 
the side of said automobile at a point 
10 ft. ahead of the lamps.”—Ez- 
change.
